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_ During last spring’s high water in north- 
ern California, a worm fisherman watched 
bug-eyed as I took six trout alongside 
him in the roiled Feather River with a 
wet fly while he couldn’t connect with so 
much as a nibble. “It doesn’t make sense 
for a fly fisherman to outcatch a bait fish- 
erman,” he muttered unhappily, “par- 
ticularly so when the water is murky.” 
Later, in mid-season, Dawn Holbrook 
and this writer trolled with a salmon fly 
for the elusive Cohoe off Double Bluffs, 
~ Puget Sound. The other twelve boats took 
exactly one fish with spinners and her- 
ring. Dawn and I took four. 

On the headwaters of the Snake River 
in Wyoming, toward the end of the season 
with the water low, the fly fisherman next 
to me observed: “Have you noticed how 
the trout seem to boil up for your fly and 
take it on the down plunge while mine 

merely suck it in! What kind of a trout 
_ fly have you got, anyway?” 

What I had on during these three trips 
was an experimental trout fly called the 
_ Firefly which was dressed with a new 
- fibre, called Gantron. It is activated by 
ultraviolet and, according to army tests, 
— is from six to eight times brighter than 
any other material tested. 
According to John O. Gantner, Jr., fath- 
er of the fly, Gantron absorbs ultraviolet 
and gives off a ray which is visible to the 
human eye—and judging from results, to 
the fish’s eye. — 

d It is a wartime development by the 
Switzer brothers, Robert and Joseph, for 
signaling purposes. In the Aleutians, 
doughboys sewed swatches on _ their 
‘sleeves for identification because it could 
- be seen through the fog. In Africa it cov- 
~ ered our tanks to warn American pilots 
of our positions in a rapidly changing 
front. And on airplane carriers, in the 
Pacific, it was used for signal flags to 
bring pilots aboard. 

From signal flags to trout fly was a 
step hurdled by a bathing suit manufac- 

turer. Gantner & Mattern Co., San Fran- 
cisco, first saw the potentialities of the 
new fibre for bathing suit purposes. Then 
an alert angler, sensing the potential for 
fishing, suggested that trout flies be tied 
of the material. It was here that Eugene 
Burns, a war correspondent and former 
university professor, stepped into the pic- 
ture. He asked Jack Horner to tie him 
some flies with Gantron threads and went 
to the nearest stream. On his fourth cast, 
he was fast to a 10-pound steelhead. That 
convinced him that the fly “worked.” But 
the material had several shortcomings: It 
became soggy, it lost its brilliance in the 
water, and it was not waterproof. Gantner 
and the chemists soon corrected this with 
the result that Gantron was born. 

During the succeeding months, the fly’s 
foster parent, Eugene Burns, experiment- 
ed with the Gantron-dressed fly on re- 
mote California streams after securing 
permission from the fish and game com- 

- mission. “At once I knew that the fly was 
_ the answer to the fisherman’s prayer. Fish

during overcast days, in shadows, and 


during early morning and twilight hours,” 
said Burns. 

During the first two months of the 1948 
trout fishing season, hundreds of expert 
fishermen tested out the new fly. 

One hundred and sixty-four persons 
responded with written answers. Of these, 
only four said that they did not think the 
Gantron Firefly was any better than the 
old fly. 

The fly seemed less effective during the 
heat of the day. 

“This lack of effectiveness of the Fire- 
fly during the bright hours,” observed 
Burns, “may be due to the fish’s vision 
during broad daylight. It is my hunch— 
but mind you, no more than a hunch— 
that fish are almost color-blind during 
bright daylight and merely strike at a 
silhouette. It is Only when the fly is in 
shadow and the sun is spent that the trout 
can really distinguish colors clearly.” 

As if to, bear out this theory, the bright- 
ly-hued Firefly seems to have most of its 
success toward evening. 

Mr. Gantner said that ultraviolet, the 
invisible ray which activates the fly, is a 
component of daylight but it does not 
travel parallel to the sun’s rays. It rains 
from the sky and then whooshes in from 
all sides. That is why the fly can be seen 
so readily in canyon country, in shadows, 
in deep pools, and after the sun goes 
down, he explained. 

Ultraviolet can penetrate water and as 
evidence, he immersed the Gantron fibre 
cone into a quart jar of water and held it 
up. The material still glowed—that is, 
outdoors where the ultraviolet could en- 
ter the top of the jar. Ultraviolet will not 
penetrate glass—that is why it is impos- 
sible to get a sunburn sitting behind a 
closed window. However, if oil is applied 
to the fly it will reduce the ultraviolet 
emanations. Hence, for the present before 
a proper fly oil is made, the fly can only 
be oiled on the wings and hackle. 

“Our chemist-associates,” said Mr. 
Gantner, “are now working on several 
new items to expand our fly-tying ma- 
terial line. We soon hope to have a 
chenille, a soft yarn-like material, and 
we have paint ready for fish eyes and fish 
lures. And, if we are successful, we may 
have an artificial hackle. But that is 
problematical.” 

Eugene Burns, vice president of The 
Firelure Corp., San Francisco, which has 
the exclusive rights to Gantron for fishing 
purposes, said: “Gantron seems to have 
three advantages. First, the fisherman can 
watch his fly better which in fly fishing 
is important. Second, judging from actual 
fishing results, the fish can see the fly 
better, too, particularly in the deep 
shadows and during twilight. Third, Gan- 
tron seems to give off the same luminosity 
which many insects give off which trout 
feed on. That explains why the trout are 
sometimes so well hooked, deep in the 
mouth. They think, for the first time, that 
they are getting the real article.” 

What the future of Gantron will be in 
the fly-tying industry is debatable. Alex 
Rogan, lineal descendant of the oldest 
“fly dressers” in the world—the Rogans 
have been tying flies since 1633—said: 
“This Gantron, without a doubt, is the 
greatest development in fly tying since 
flies were first dressed!” THE END

tion for a try after trout on a western stream 


IN THESE DAYS of overcrowded and 
hard-fished streams no angler can afford 
to overlook any sporting procedure that 
will help fill the creel. In my way of 
thinking one of the most interesting—and 
productive—stunts to make a trip more 
satisfying is to wade, go in after ’em, 
“make like a fish”. 

There’s something about the feel of 
white water tugging at your knees, of 
being belly-deep in a mist covered lake 
in the early morning, in fighting - the 
foaming surge of crashing breakers; it 
makes any fishing jaunt linger longer in 
the memory. The bank fisherman misses 
half the fun, and even the boat enthu- 
siast will find wading a mighty welcome 
and interesting change from his usual 
method. 

Although I never go fishing without 
some kind of waterproof or semi-water- 
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proof footgear, it’s bad business to go 
splashing into a stream just because 
youre equipped for it. For instance, 
small, clear, feeder streams are best fished 
from the bank while the angler tries to 
keep out of sight as much as possible. 
Even on big water, the fisherman who 
knows his stuff will cover all likely look- 
ing shoreline spots from the bank first, 
and then go in and reach those tantalizing 
runs which are out of reach of the bank 
man. No matter what kind of water you 
are fishing all wading must be done 
slowly, carefully, and as quietly as pos- 
sible. Fish can both hear and feel the 
vibrations of any strange commotion and 
if they’re disturbed too much your 
chances of getting them to strike are 
practically nil. 

In 25 years of batting around on fishing 
waters all over the West, I’ve used or 


Make Like a Fish! 


By John Gartner 


There’s a lot of satisfac- 
tion in wading a stream 
while fishing ... but it’s 
essential to wear the

seen just about everything that’s on the 
market in the way of fishing footgear. 
Out of this welter of experience I think 
I’ve learned a thing or two about the 
game, and here’s the gist of what I found 
out. I hope it will be of some help. 

First off there is the simplest and most 
primitive way to wade and that is to go 
in “raw”. However, most of us are too 
fond of comfort to use this method except 
in very hot weather. Even then, if the 
enthusiasm of youth is worn a bit thin, 
adequate equipment makes it far more 
fun. And even the “raw” youngsters 
have to use some kind of footgear. 

After we reach the age of reason and 
decide that boots have it over bare feet, 
we find that there is no one piece of 
equipment that will suffice for all kinds 
of wading. Conditions vary so much that 
the selection of an all-around boot is al- 
most impossible. My collection consists 
of a pair of ten-inch semi-waterproof 
leather pac boots, rubber hip boots with 
cleated soles, Navy surplus arm-pit 
waders with boot feet that slip on over 
ordinary shoes, stocking foot waders, 
felt-soled canvas wading shoes, 12-inch 
leather boots with caulked double sole, 
and caulked metal cleats with tie-on 
straps. 

I have found that each piece of the 
above equipment is useful under certain 
situations. I wear the ten-inch pacs in 
boats and in fishing tiny streams. Rental 
boats in particular often have a half inch 
or so of water on their bottoms. Also, 
while launching or landing away from a 
dock, it is often necessary to step into the 
water when going ashore. While it is 
sometimes desirable to cross a tiny stream 
it is seldom advisable to stand in the 
water to fish it, so the leather boot is 
entirely satisfactory. They are also more 
comfortable for walking than any rubber 
boot or wader can be. 

A relatively new item that is now being 
made by some of the larger rubber com- 
panies is the so-called storm rubber. It 
is a light slip-over rubber with a ten or 
twelve inch top into which the cuffs of 
the pants can be stuffed. While designed 
primarily for city wear they should work 
out quite satisfactorily for use over ordi- 
nary shoes in boats and small streams. 
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Probably the most commonly used piece 
of wading equipment is the rubber hip or 
thigh boot with the cleated sole. It is the 
old standby for surf and stream fisher- 
men and for duck hunters. For its price 
and its variety of uses, it is undoubtedly 
the best bet for the average man. The 
newer models are more or less fitted to 
the foot and ankle so that when worn 
over woolen socks they are quite com- 
fortable even for walking considerable 
distances. However, these ankle foot 
types are harder to get off than the con- 
ventional style. Both kinds are easy to 
carry, to stow in a car, and will last for 
years. 

However, I wear my thigh boots less 
than any piece of my wading equipment. 
This is due to two reasons. First, the 
streams of consequence, particularly in 
the Northwest, are big and brawling and 
the thigh boot doesn’t permit deep enough 
wading. Second, the river bottoms are 
usually covered with boulders, big round 
fellows with more or less moss on them, 
and the rubber sole slips too easily. I 
love the water but not impromptu baths. 

The problem of secure footing is un- 
doubtedly the most important considera- 
tion in selecting wading equipment. 
Height of the footgear, whether it be 
storm rubbers, knee boots, thigh boots, 
hip boots, or full waders, can be deter- 
mined entirely by the depth of water you 
intend to fish. If you go in over the top 
you get wet and that’s that. The less 
height you can get by with the easier 
it is to carry, wear, store, or put on the 
stuff. The one exception to this is knee

boots as compared to thigh or hip boots. 
The little additional weight and bulk of 
the latter is negligible from a practical 
standpoint, and they are easier to walk in 
because they are held up by the snap- 
strap at the belt. 

If the bottom is sand, mud, or gravel 
the cleated rubber sole is perfectly satise 
factory for adequate footing. But if the 
bottom is made up of big smooth rocks, 
particularly if they are slightly mossy, the 
rubber sole is downright dangerous. A 
fall in such a layout is far more serious 
than one on ordinary terrain. 

There are two methods used in fixing 
up the cleated rubber sole so that it will 
give better all-around footing. One is 
the buffing off of the cleats until a smooth 
surface is obtained and the cementing of 
a thick piece of good quality felt in their 
place. This felt will hold on wet rocks 
that are reasonably clean. The second 
method, and undoubtedly the best for all 
types of bottoms, is the use of caulked 
metal cleats or auxiliary soles. Some- 
times a chain arrangement is used to tie 
around the sole which functions much as 
non-skid chains used on auto wheels. 

Alls not well with both of these 
remedies, either. The felt sole is prone

I’M a fly fisherman. The long rod was 
my first love, and I use # now at least 
_ fifty per cent of the time. There’s nothing 
like the sight of that big sweep of rod 
_arc under tension, for fishing with the 
fly rod is a wonderful experience. But, 
brother, let’s face it! There are better 
methods of taking BIG trout. Brooks,

I wouldn’t take anything away from 
Small 
water is ideal for the light fly rod—but 


just try it sometime with bait casting ~ 


tackle. I have no quarrel with matching 


tackle to the fish. In fact, that’s my point— 


fitting tackle to the fish. Trout, too long, 
have been considered fair game for fly 
fishermen alone. 

Did you ever stop to realize that one 
reason we have so many large cannibal 
trout in even our hard fished streams is 
because they have been fished over with 
fly tackle, which is inadequate, or with 
live bait poorly presented! And for big 
water—deep stream holes and lakes—bait 
casting comes into its own. I have seen 
few bait casters on trout water; there is 
some feeling among trout fishermen 
against the use of the short rod. And 
these chaps have been casting flies, even 
spinners, for years over the same big 
beasts and failing to arouse them. 

Let me say now, when I mention bait 

- easting reds and tackle for trout, I am 
referring to the lightest of gear—a rod 
of never less than 54 or 6 feet in length, 
never more than 414 ounces in weight if 

bamboo, and line never over 9-pound 
test. Experienced anglers will agree with 
me when I say that to land a sizeable 
trout on tackle of this type is as much a 
matter of skill as on regulation fly gear. 
The point is that you have many chances 
to raise and hook husky trout if this bait 
casting equipment is used correctly while 
on the fly rod your chances to raise and 

‘hook that beast are limited. You'll catch 
your share of smaller trout, too, but you 
will catch more trout over 20 inches than 
you ever knew existed. 

I’ve seen Joe Fisher, ace guide in Mich- 
igan’s upper peninsula, slipping along the 
heavy water of the Ontanogon taking 
rainbows and browns consistently past 
the 5-pound mark from water which had 


“ been fished hard with little results by 
~ some of the nation’s top fly fishermen.

Orley Siders, veteran guide on Michi- 
gan’s Muskegon River in the lower 
peninsula saw many big browns taken 
on bait casting tackle that he now uses 
nothing else in his own fishing. 

Max Wyant, another top guide, who 
has been fishing the Brule in Wisconsin 
for at least 25 years, told me once that 
he had never seen trout so aroused as 


they became over a small, hand-painted 
spoon I was flipping to them one bright 
July day. Incidentally, the bottom was 
falling out of the barometer that day. 

Steelheads on the west coast come well 
to bright, fast moving lures which run 
deep. Browns in the east, the big brooks 
of Canada are all “meat” for the bait 
casting man who knows his stuff. 

Let’s take a look at tackle. The rod 
should be long, though there are limits. 
Ive never seen a rod over 7-feet that 
could be handled well. Six or 61-feet is 
about right. One point I'd like to make: 
some rod makers seem to feel that a long 
rod should be soft and whippy. The con- 
trary is true; the long rod should be 
crisp and snappy in action. 

The lures used for big trout should 
weigh from %4 to 2 ounce. With this light 
lure group, the reel is all important. The 
small-sized bait casting reels, which 
actually are of a tournament type with 
the level wind added, work very well. 
The regulation tournament type is used 
by some experts as is the newer spinning 
type made for bait rods. And make sure 
the cork, balsa wood or metal arbor is

full size—large enough to take 50 yards 
of 9-pound test line full to the reel posts. 
If lighter line is used, filler line may be 
added to achieve the full spool. Line may 
be silk or nylon in 6, 8, or 9-pound tests. 

Leaders are as important to the bait 
caster as to the fly man. The bait casting 
leader should be nylon monofilament cut 
in lengths a trifle short of the rod length. 
In other words, leaders should be as long 
as possible. Leader to line fastening may 
be achieved with whatever knot you 
prefer, though the casting loop in leader 
and line, threaded together, is effective. 
The lure end of the leader can be headed 
by a snap and swivel, with the fly-rod 
size or the next size larger working well. 
Swivel and snap assembly should be kept 


_as small as practicable, or the leader may — 


be tied directly to the lure. I’ve made it 
a practice to use leader material which 
tests 2 pounds less than line strength. | 

In the matter of lures, the field is large. 
There are many lures of from % to % 
ounce in weight and I have used many of 
them with varying degrees of success. 
Most of the tiny bait casting lures will 


take trout if used properly. I haven’t used _ ite

hooks seem to give the spoon a bad — 
“throw in the water with a tendency to 


spin. I’ve settled on the treble hook as 
most effective, which offer more hooked 
fish per strike than when double or 
single hooks are used. 

Finish is very important. After years of 
experimenting I’ve come to the conclusion 
that gold is the most effective finish under 
all conditions for trout. There are other 
finishes better at certain times, but gold, 
I believe, is the best all-around finish 


.and this is top secret stuff—14-carat gold. 


I’ve tested gold finishes in various carats 
and without question in.my mind there 
is something about the flash of the 
14-carat finish that gets trout. Perhaps it 
is a bit of extra work, but have some of 
your spoons plated and the results will 
more than compensate for the time and 
cost, 

The ideal time, of course, to fish for big 
trout, aside from the fall or winter steel- 
head runs, is the spring and early summer. 
Then, the water is nearly always above 
normal level.

_ shooting on the North American continent is the

The tremendous sweep of water in front of the east : 
coast waterfowler is a long way from the tight little 
marsh in some parts of the western prairie country. 
And a duck pass shoot in the Dakotas is very dif- 
ferent from the game of bagging greenheads and 
other puddler ducks from a tidal flat blind in 
Louisiana. 


Around Stuttgart, Ark., hunters still find another 
type of duck shooting by paddling to blinds 
snuggled in big stands of live -or dead timber. 
Here you see the tree-dodging greenheads that 
feed on waste rice in Stuttgart’s famous agricul- 
tural area. During the day hundreds of thousands 

of the birds rest and fool around the reservoirs that 
feed water to the rice during the summer growing 
season. Inasmuch as these bodies of water have 
been made by damning streams and flooding tim- 
bered creek bottoms, the mallards are right at 
home with free rice to eat in the fields and flooded eK 
timber for loafing and resting. 


But the Stuttgart mallard hunting has one other 
intriguing factor: It offers some of the finest duck 
calling on the continent. Hunters who have tried 
the west coast mallard hunting or visited the 
southern or eastern duck spots always are im- 
‘pressed by the calling ability of the experts in 
Arkansas. To see a skillful caller work on a flock 
above the treetops, and watch how he gets control 
of the birds by changing his calling when necessary

pear HOT fishing isn’t any myth. 
The belief it’s only 
for the rich is a fal- 
lacy; it’s within the 
scope of anyone by 
simply choosing the right season. And 
this does not mean going at a less favor- 
able time or fishing less than the best. 

Contrary to general opinion fishing in 
southern waters is not at its peak during 
January and February. It’s better from 
early spring through the summer, when 
the “sun worshippers” have gone their 
various ways and mid-winter vacation 
communities have returned to normal. At 
this time, too, the constant winter winds 
have layed and Floridians revert to their 
own. casual fishing. 

A Florida fishing trip can be an 
intriguing, exciting experience. 

There is no need for special tackle. The 
same tackle fishermen use on Wisconsin 
lakes and Missouri streams will serve as 
effectively in fishing Florida’s salty 
waters—everywhere, excepting offshore. 
In that sort of fishing the rig is custom- 
arily provided. 

Haphazardly fishing Florida’s waters is 
apt to prove disappointing, for practices 
which pay off in “fishy” dividends along 
northern beaches might be totally un- 
satisfactory along southern strands. Too, 
the fishing on the east coast varies some- 
what from that on the west coast, while in 
the Florida keys country its totally unlike 
either, or any fishing anywhere. 

Sailfishing has been so much publicized, 
trolling the blue waters of the Gulf 
Stream is thought to be the most followed 
fishing in Florida. Actually, every other 
type is far more interesting to greater 
numbers of fishermen. 

The seemingly high cost has made it a 
will-o-the-wisp. It need not be. The 
countless numbers of inland fishermen

who cherish the hope of eventually expe- 
riencing it may do so, for with the right 
approach its within the grasp of everyone. 


Stream charter craft fish four lines— - 


two from the stern and two from the 
outriggers, which means four fishermen 
can fish constantly. The overall cost per 
day ranges from $40 to $60. Divided by 
four and the individual cost is small for 
the return. Lacking companions to make 
up the required number isn’t any obstacle 
for the charter boatman will usually 
know of others with the same problem. 

This cost is based upon the rates of the 
many fine craft along the east coast from 
Daytona south to Key West. On the 
Florida west coast the cost per day is less, 
seldom exceeding $50 anywhere. The 
fishing, however, is not the same. The 
tarpon supersedes the sailfish, which is 
only encountered infrequently, and at 
certain seasons. It’s fished for with live 
bait mostly, and calcutta rigs. Bottom 
fishing for black groupers, amberjack and 
king mackerel finds greater favor and it’s 
productive of considerably more action 
than is possible trolling. 

Large fleets aren’t the rule on the west 
coast. The better known ports include 
Venice, Pass A Grille, St. Petersburg, 
Cedar Keys, Apalachicola, Panama City, 
and Carrabelle. s 

Fishing from charter craft might be 
classed as deluxe, and for those fishermen 
preferring guidance. The party, or reef 
boat, at half the cost affords nearly com- 
parable bottom fishing. 

Dependent upon the length of the run, 
which in some sections is 20 miles and 
more, the fare ranges from $3.50 to $7, 
for 6 to 8 hours on the fishing grounds. 
Bait and handlines are supplied. Rod and 
reelers take their own. 

On rough days only fishermen with 
stout tummies should consider fishing 
over the reefs but then it can be exciting 


and highly satisfying in the catch. 

Party boats out of Mayport fish far 
offshore for red snappers. Daytona Beach 
skippers, too, fish far off, but inshore as 
well. They catch mutton snappers, group- 
ers, seabass, and a greater variety of 
smaller bottom fishes. Fares from both 
these ports are $5. 

Due to the deeper waters Ft. Lauder- 
dale reef fishermen do not make such 
long runs and fish within sight of the 
beach. Twice each week there are night 
trips. Fares are $3.50. The same condi- 
tions prevail at Miami and Miami Beach. 
Some skippers include the Federal tax, 
others do not. It’s a point to be settled 
before leaving the dock. 

In this area catches vary astonishingly. 
Huge jewfish are frequently hooked, and 
the oddity of surface-swimming, top- 
striking fishes taking cut baits is expe- 
rienced. Even sailfish are hooked, and 
landed too. No two days are ever alike. 
Many fishermen prefer the excitement at- 
tending reef fishing and seldom fish in 
any other manner. 

Party boats are berthed at many Florida 
west coast ports. Market fishing craft, 
too, take paying crew members. The 
length of the trip may be one day, or 
several. 

Boats out of Maximo Point, Gulfport 
and Pass A Grille fish for mutton snapper, 
amberjack and black groupers, but reg- 
ularly catch cobia, occasional tarpon and 
channel bass. Party craft from more 
northern Gulf ports—Cedar Keys, Apal- 
achicola, Port St. Joe, Panama City, Fort 
Walton, and Pensacola—encounter king 
mackerel through the summer, and find 
cobia (called lemonfish in this section) 
consorting with devilfish. 

For every fisherman fishing from large 
craft there’s a thousand who find more 
fun in dunking baits from the numerous 
beaches or over the rail of a bridge. Make 
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ppear a widely apart as the poles but 
not in Florida waters. Nearly the same 

‘species are caught in both. And pier and 

jetty fishing goes hand in hand with them. 

_ There are many fishes caught by those 
~ fishermen who line the bridge rails and 
the edge of the strands, but foremost in 
the minds of nearly everyone is the 
pompano. 

- It’s not a large fish by Florida stand- 
ards, averaging less than two pounds. It 
_ bites best on sand fleas, small crabs and 

shrimps, yet readily strikes at small 

yellow feather lures almost dragged on 

q the bottom. It’s the most expensive fish 

in any market—the fish of the gourmet— 

= the eating fish of the bridge and beach 

_ fisherman. 

Along every stretch of beach and from 
every pier and jetty from Amelia Island 
to Miami on the east coast, fishermen 
~ catch pompano, and from Cape Romano 
' north and west to the Alabama line on 

the west coast. The best bridge fishing 
is from the many causeways spanning the 
sheltered sounds behind the west coast 

__ barrier beaches—at Sarasota, Boca Ciega 

and Apalachicola. 

In all protected coastal waters, and 

along most of the beaches the spotted 
sea trout is caught from early spring to 

_ late fall. Pompano baits serve splendidly, 

but in many areas the plugger and fly 

caster has an advantage over the bait 
fisherman, where its possible to fish from 
the shore, or wade shoal grassy bottoms. 

Channel bass, whiting, flounders, man- 
grove snappers, and a host of others are 
caught regularly by this sort of Florida 
fisherman, but like the large boat fishing, 
‘when compared to that experienced by 
skiff fishermen, it falls far short. 

Your Florida skiff fisherman enjoys 
limitless opportunity; he skims the “fishy” 
cream for an expenditure which seldom 
exceeds a few bucks a day. He pits his 
luck against a greater array of game 
fishes than is possible in any other fishing. 
It would require a volume to adequately 
delineate every facet in this gem of 
Florida fishing, for the skiff fisherman 
employs every sort of tackle from flyrod 
to handline, and is often a specialist. 
-- In every one of the hundreds of miles 
of sheltered inside waters in Florida there 
is good fishing of one sort or another and 
_ the number of boats in a skiff livery is an 

excellent guide for the better fishing. The 

shy guy almost never finds the best. Ask 

questions—of other fishermen. They’re a 

friendly lot. 

The Florida keys are a string of islands 
stretching in a huge semi-circle from the 
lower east coast to a point deep into the 

Gulf of Mexico. These keys appear like 
giant stepping stones into a fantastic fish- 

- ing world. A modern highway spans the 
160 mile stretch to Key West over them 
and affords the impression of literally 
going to sea. For many miles around the 
keys the waters are shoal, and, according 
to depth range from nearly white in color 
a to beautifully bluish greens. Deep chan- 
- nels bisect the shallows, which are com- 
= 


monly termed flats. Countless fishes 
2 swim in these salty by-ways, and actually 
swarm over the flats to feed. 

_ Keys waters are always protected, 


- 
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regardless of the wind direction, for the 


shallow waters make a lea as effective as 
do the keys. They are safe for inexpe- 
rienced boatmen, while those with a little 
boat know-how can fish anywhere. 

Skiffs are to be had everywhere, and 
outboard motors with them. The cost 
ranges from two to three dollars per day 
for the skiff and three to four for the 
motor. Divided by two, for Florida waters 
should not be fished alone, the individual 
cost is almost negligible. 

The stranger to keys waters is most apt 
to stick to the deeper channels, which is 
good practice to catch some fishes, but 
because many species which elsewhere 
feed only in deeper waters consistantly 
range the shallows over the flats, they are 
to be considered seriously. The flats 
bring truly large fish within easy reach 
of any fisherman. Fishing them is a sim- 
ple matter, and because the fish is often 
seen before the strike, most interesting. 

Tarpon normally feed in the tideways 
between the keys, and show a distinct 
preference for the fast flows beneath the 
concrete arches of the viaducts. They feed 


usually in the evening or at daylight. 
During the day many seek the deeper 
flats. While not bent upon taking any 
sustenance at this time they’ll unfailingly 
strike at a plug or streamer fly dropped 
right on their nose. 

Flats’ tarpon are usually large —too 
large for fly tackle. A casting rig as well, 
is too light unless fishing for the strike 
and the jumps—a sort of fishing which 
Floridians find very attractive. Screwy? 
Perhaps. Try it, however, before passing 
judgment. 

Little tarpon are most often found in 
the holes along the mangroves, and along 
the edges of the banks around keys 
“lakes,” which are merely deeper portions 
of the flats. Snook, too, favor the pro- 
tection of the roots along the shores, and 
like the little tarpon strike on most any 
pattern of plug or streamer fly dropped 
under the overhanging branches. 

Bonefishing, in spite of the mysticism 
surrounding it, is within the province of

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Outdoorsmans Staff Says: a 
THESE TRICKS TAKE TROUT 


FRANK STEEL-— 


When you find trout in gin-clear, shallow 
water spring holes with brush or trees all 
around, bottom impossible to wade and 
trout too far out to reach by fly fishing, 
and too scary for bait casting lures, you 
can take them by spinning with a 3- or 
4-pound monofilament nylon line and a 
dry fly cast with a plastic ball. 
spinning line to the eyelet on one side of 
the light plastic ball (you get 
them from any spinning tackle 
company), then tie a regula- 
tion dry fly leader and fly to 
the eyelet on the other side of 
the ball. Fill the ball about 
half full of water and replace 
the little plastic cap to close 
the tiny trap door in the ball. 
You then can cast your fly 
anywhere you want within a 
hundred feet or so with no 
space needed for back cast, no 
danger of scaring the trout, and 
practically no chance of the 
fish seeing your line or leader. 

The same rig will take your ° 
dry fly under long over-hang- 
ing rows of alders or tamaracks 
to those hard-to-get-at trout 
that anglers seldom fish for. 
With this plastic ball spinning 
outfit, I have taken limit 
eatches of trout where you 
would normally get nothing or 
work hard for one fish. 


JIM MITCHELL— 


“Trout are pretty smart—but 
they can be fooled, For in- 
stance, if there’s no natural fly 
hatch for them to feed on, 
create an artificial hatch. That’s 
the way to catch ’em!” 

That bit of advice, offered several years 
ago by a veteran guide while fishing a 
Michigan stream, many times has paid 
hearty dividends during lulls in normal 
feeding activities of the fish. 

When wading a stream during a period 
when there are no tell-tale ripples or 
splashes to point out a hiding place of a 
trout, select a spot (under a log, behind a 
protruding rock, underneath an over- 
hanging bank) that you're almost positive 
is harboring a trout. Then go to work 
with your dry flies. 

Drift your fly over the spot 10 or 12 
times. Then, if nothing happens, tie on a 
different pattern and float that fly over 
the same spot a dozen or more times. Just 
keep repeating the operation for maybe as 
long as ten minutes. Eventually, if there’s 
a trout in the spot you’ve picked, it’l] think 
that nature is offering him another “din- 
ner” and smash at your artificial fly. 

But be sure that you approach the spot 
carefully and make as little disturbance 
as possible in wading within casting dis- 
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Tie the, 


tance. No matter how attractively you 
present the fly, itll not appeal to the 
trout if you have telegraphed your pres- 
ence by being careless. 


L. F. McCLURE-— 


If you want to get some of those big 
brown trout in brushy and log-infested 
spots, here is a way you can do it. Stalk

a light, small-sized fly-and-spinner cast 
on a short line. Use as light and long a 
leader as you can cast without twisting 
the leader too much, and be tremendously 
careful of your approach to the fishing 
spots. You won't be likely to catch any 
big browns on your spinner-and-fly in 
the day time, but you will be pretty sure, 
if you watch closely, to see the flash of a 
big trout or two that shows itself just 
enough, on a sortie out from his hiding 
place to look over your lure, to tell you 
where he hangs out. 

After you have found where your big 
trout is, wait until dark, put on a heavy 
leader, and then float a dry fly, on a short 
cast, right out in front of him. Big browns 
are “suckers” for this treatment. But be 
sure you stalk your fish. Knowing where 
the big trout are and a quiet approach are 
the keys to trophy fish. 


BOB BECKER-— 


If anyone can tell me about a sportier 
method than fly fishing to catch brook or 


rainbow trout of average size I’d like 


to hear about it. And if the fish will take 
a dry fly, that’s for us. But in recent 
years we've followed a steady system in 
our fly fishing for trout, especially brooks...

Often stream trout will hit nothing but 
the tiniest of flies.

THIS IS THE STORY of black wings in the air, of wintry 
winds from the northwest, of the smell of an evergreen 
blind, and of fellows who knelt in it, shotguns loaded, and 

_ waited for the plummeting of crows into the decoys. 
It’s the story, too, of one of the most fascinating sports 
I’ve ever found. It’s the closest thing to duck hunting I’ve 
ever tried—and what other sport can compete with duck 
hunting on the front pages of a sporting life? 

Let me say right away that I’m not a wizzard at this 
crow shooting business. Three years ago, I tried it for 
the first time. But it’s in the blood now and each day 

when the wind whistles and the smoke down town bends 
straight away from the chimneys, I hope Paul and Fred 

_ will call. I know, you see, that they'll be heading for a 
_ crow blind. And they ARE wizzards! 

Fred Carlson, in his lifetime, has killed over 10,000 
crows. Since he and Paul Chandler began hunting to- 
gether five years ago, they were killed over 2,000. The 
Izaak Walton League has recognized them as the “Iowa 

. champions,” and when a crow sets his wings and heads 
for the “old hoot” in the tree above, you can bet your 
bottom dollar there’s a crow headed for kingdom come. 
They shoot like I used to play marbles—for keeps! 

There was a roost upstate with an abundance of birds 
in it and this pair had been shooting it about once a week. 
Came February and the good crow shooting time in Iowa. 
Both Paul and Fred figured that now they’d get in on some 
of those 60 to 90 bird kills they had experienced in other 
years—near other roosts. But for some reason or other, 
plans always went wrong and the kill would run only 
about 30 to 40 birds, or less, per shoot: 

a They were telling me about this gang of blackfeathers 
one night and we decided to make a steadfast try for the 
“east” birds. We would hunt three of the next six days, 
alternating, and move the setup according to the flight of 
the birds each time. With our hunts coming that close 
together, we figured we’d hit the jackpot on about the 
third trial—because crows ordinarily don’t change their 
habits overnight. It usually takes them about ten days 
to completely switch around from something they’ve been 
doing. At least, that’s what Fred and Paul think. 

Coming into a roost, the birds fly from all directions. 
Paul and Fred had been studying those birds which flew 
back to the roost from the south and that bunch of birds 
which came in from the east. They’d never shot at those 
coming from the west and north. 

Naturally, a crow hunter never fires into a roost. That’s 
one thing a crow will change in a hurry. Shoot one night 
into a roost and you won’t have the slightest idea where 

_ the birds are going to roost—or what flyway they'll use— 
the next night. We were going to make our setups on 

the east flyway. 

_ The last time Paul and Fred had been here, they set out

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Crow Shooting 
(Continued from preceding page) 


quite a ways south of a wide, sloping low 
area, cradling a creek at its deepest point. 
Willow trees, with sparse ground cover, 
spotted the banks of this creek. And it 
was through this lowland and up this 
creek that the crow express, thousands 
strong, made its way the last time Fred 
and Paul watched. 

Now we set out along the banks of that 
creek-owl, stuffed crow decoys and all. 

Let’s keep in mind that our purpose 
was to kill 100 crows. The purpose of 
this story, though, is to portray how dog- 
goned smart a crow really is. 

Fred had the “old hoot” in the top of 
one of the willows and Paul and I had an 
evergreen shelter built against the north- 
west wind and under the spreading limbs 
of another willow. We were well- 
sheltered, and the brown reeds around us 


‘concealed the green of the Christmas 


trees. All we needed were crows. 

Right off the bat, one sailed its way 
down off a cornfield behind and to the 
east of us, swung in behind the line of 
willows, and high-tailed it for our blind, 
low and a half-mile a minute. 

“You take ’em, Paul,” Fred whispered. 
He didn’t use his call. This crow couldn’t 
miss the decoys. And he didn’t. He saw 
that owl, and those crows sitting around 
on sticks. About that time, Paul’s twelve- 
gauge let out a roar and the crow flopped 
like a weighted rock. 

“Number one,” Fred called. 
nine more to go.” 

That’s what we thought! For another 
hour we hopped from one foot to the 
other and froze.

Our 100 
bird shoot was practically in the bag.

We parked the car in the corn crib and — 
left the motor running. In the shelter of — 
the crib, we built our blind—and set our 
“hoot” in the tree to the north. When- — 
ever our bones half turned to ice, we 
slipped out of the blind and into the car 
for a spell. That’s how we all caught cold. — 
But it was worth it. We got 33 crows. — 

Thirty-three, you ask? Where’s the © 
rest of the 100 shoot? Off to the north, 
still alive, traveling right up the creek 
draw where we originally set out a couple 
of days before! 

Thousands hugged the ground as they 
by-passed us by a hundred yards, slowly — 
and maddeningly maneuvering their way © 
against the gale. From this great horde, 
a small string of the birds split off and 3 
swung down the fence row, in front of us — 
by 150 yards, and bent around to our 
right to enter the evergreen grove from 
the direction of the farmer’s front porch. 
Probably five hundred birds. We were, 
figuratively, “caught in the divide”! 

Our shooting came from those we could _ 
entice close enough, drawing on both ~ 
flights with Fred’s clever calling on his — 
homemade lure and his continual tossing — 
of dead crows into the air. 

That’s a trick for you! And it works, — 
nine times out of ten. Get a crow close 
enough, throw a dead crow high into the 
air above your blind, and begin calling 
as the crow falls. The live crow will 
come like a plumb-line if he saw the fall- | 
ing crow. Anyway, 32 of them did. I’ve 
forgotten how we got that first one. 

Came Saturday! We had it all doped 
out. This time we couldn’t lose. The 
wind still blew from the same north-= 
westerly direction, steady enough to keep 
the crows close to the ground. The tem- 
perature had moderated until it was 
livable outside. The heavy greens and 
dull browns of winter, patched here and 
there by a telltale drift of unmelted snow ; 
and by an overcoating of yellow corn- 
stalks, broken and bent, made one feel 
that the outdoors was the place to be— 
particularly right now! 

Today we would trap that east bunch! 
Today, we had them fixed for sure. 

~Along with us went Bill Harnagel, a 
deadeye dick from Des Moines. He and 
Paul would set out over the hill, east of 
the farmer’s corn crib and on the fence 
line across which the crows must fly to 
go either behind the evergreens or to 
angle off to the right and go down the 
creek draw. 

Fred and I would go down in the corner 
on the same fence row but about two 
hundred yards south of Paul and Bill. 
We would set out with other decoys at 
the corner where the birds made the _ 
right angle turn a couple of days before — 
to enter the grove from the farmer’s front _ 
porch. And from here, we also could 

call, with the wind in this direction, the 
group sailing over the graveyard. 

It couldn’t miss! 

Early the crows started. The scouts 
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came over. Fred called one down. Then 
two. Fred almost never misses. And he 
didn’t now. . 

Up north, we heard Paul and Bill bang 
away a couple of times. 

Most of the early birds came from over 
the graveyard. Fred called them in and 
shot them and I shot with a camera. Soon, 
Fred had killed eight. He had shot nine 
times. Ever shoot crows? Ever hit eight 
out of nine? 

It was still early when I had taken 
enough pictures to illustrate a book. I 
picked up my gun. It was then I noticed 
Fred shaking his head, slowly. 

“What’s the matter, Fred?” I asked. 

The grizzled veteran of field and stream 
shook his head again and looked at the 
floor of our blind. “Something funny,” 
he said. 

“Funny?” 

“Those east crows are gathering over 
there someplace,” he waved an arm to the 
east, “and they’ll come through here all in 
a bunch—if they come.” He paused a mo- 


ment. “If they come,” he repeated. 
“Tf they come... .” I began. I hadn’t 
had a shot! 


The stragglers from the south quit. 
“They’ re gathering beyond the grave- 
yard,” Fred murmured. 

For an hour we waited and we saw not 
one solitary crow. 

“We shoulda driven around and found 
the gathering spot and scared them up,” 
Fred murmured, stamping his feet. It 
was getting colder as night crept on us. 

Then: “Look!” I.saw them. Low over 
the top of the hillside to the east of us, 
still far away, fluttering and tacking into 
the falling wind, they came. Ten thou- 
sand? Twenty thousand?* What did it 
matter? Know where they went? 

To the north of Paul and Bill. A hun- 
dred yards north! On the crest of the hill 
north of our creek draw! Crazy crows! 
They sailed over there, a great block of 
black wings, unheeding the crying, wail- 
ing calls of our two hunting pals.

Seventeen birds! 

“Ya know, Fred,” Paul said, scratching 
his head, “next week why don’t we set 
out down east about a couple of miles 
and try to catch them at about the spot 
they must have gathered tonight? At 
about that crooked creek down there?” 

Fred looked off over the horizon. 
“Might be all right, Paul,” he said, slowly, 
pondering. “Might be all right.” 

That’s crow hunting for you. I told you 
it gets in the blood! THE END 
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Fly Types Are Important 


A variety of insect imitations and hook 
sizes make for more interesting fishing 


From years of experience in fly fishing 
and a lot of careful experimentation and 
study of how trout, salmon and bass take 
a fly, I have come to the conclusion that 
the exact pattern of a fly and its exact 
color are the two least important things 
about a fly. 

Most food taken by trout in a stream is 
being brought to them or floated by them 
in the current. Often this current is very 
fast, so that the fish has only a moment’s 
vision of a morsel of food. It isn’t sur- 
prising then that trout just take a quick 
look—getting an impression only—and 
then grab this possible food in their* 
mouths. Flies, either dry or underwater 
flies, are usually taken in the same way. 

Under these circumstances, the size, 
general shape, and type (dry fly, wet fly, 
nymph, bucktail or streamer) becomes 
very important in drawing strikes but the 
exact pattern is seldom critical. Most flies 
are seen by the trout as _ silhouettes 
against a light background and not very 
much color can be detected by the fish. 
That doesn’t mean that fish are color 
blind; it is just that in most cases they 
can’t detect the color in the position from 
which they see it. Color becomes more 
important in nymphs and other deep- 
fished flies, where the trout may be look- 
ing down at them or at the same level. 

For practical trout fishing size, shape, 
type and action are the important char- 
acteristics of a fly. These four things 
determine what sort of food the trout 
thinks he may be getting when he strikes. 
The first impression your fly gives to a 
trout should suggest one of the kinds of 
food he eats. This food may be some 
form of aquatic insect, an underwater 
nymph or the mature winged insect, like 
a Mayfly, caddice fly or alder fly. 

Because of the historical fact that most 
of our modern fly fishing originated in the 
chalk streams of southern England, where 
the dominant type of aquatic insects on 
which the trout feed belong to the May- 
fly family, most of our trout flies are 
imitations of Mayflies or Mayfly nymphs. 
In America, however, Mayflies while still 
a favorite food of trout, aren’t nearly so 
important a factor as in English streams. 
So, for an American angler, flies that 
imitate one of the other four major insect 
families are important. The five main 
insect families on which trout feed are: 
Mayflies, caddice flies, stone flies, alder 
flies and true flies. 


Mayflies are the delicate upright- 


winged duns and drakes familiar to most 
fly fishermen. Many of our dry fly pat- 
terns are made to imitate adult Mayflies. 

Caddice flies or sedges, build them- 
selves interesting little cases of sand, | 
pebbles and twigs. Adult caddice flies 
have wings that they carry in a tent- 
shaped or inverted “V” form, as do the 
alder flies, but the caddice fly adults may 
be recognized by a clothing of fine silky 
hairs on both body and wings. Caddice 
flies in flight carry their bodies horizon- 
tally and their wings look as if they had 
two wings only. Stone flies in flight carry 
their bodies in a vertical position and ~- 
their wings show plainly as four separate 
units. 

Stone flies when at rest fold their wings 
over their backs in a horizontal position. 

Alder flies are a rather clumsy appear- 
ing tent-winged insect seen crawling _ 
around alders, and also include the well- _ 
known dobson flies and their nymphs, the 
hellgramites, as well as fish flies. 

True flies are two-winged. Crane flies, 
mosquitoes, deer flies, black flies, gnats, 
midges and blue bottle flies all belong to 
this group. 

Among land insects on which trout feed. 
readily are grasshoppers, ants, beetles, 
and crickets. 

Trout, as they grow larger, feed more 
and more on minnows, crayfish, and fresh 
water shrimps, as well as on grubs, 
worms and even occasional small land 
animals like mice. Trout also take frogs 
but not nearly as often as bass. 

The greatest single food of large trout, 
however, is minnows or small fish. 

This summary of trout and bass foods 
forms the basis of a proper selection of 
flies. Imitations of every one of these 
foods are made in flies and, if properly 
fished, every one of these imitations will 
take trout and bass under the appropriate 
conditions. Also, it is a proved fact that 
the more types and kinds of basic trout or 
bass foods you can imitate in your fly 
fishing the more versatile is your attack. 
And, other things being equal, the more 
fish you will catch. 

In selecting flies I recommend that you 
pick out a few patterns of as many dif- 
ferent types of flies as you can, rather 
than a lot of patterns of a few types of 
flies. 

It is well to have a number of sizes of 
flies, too, because size of a fly is some- 
thing that /influences both strikes and the 
percentag:: of fish hooked. In sizes of 
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flies for ordinary trout, I have found 


hooks No. 14, 12, 10 and 16, the most 
useful—and in that order. For larger 
trout and virgin stream conditions No. 8 
hooks are good. For steelhead flies, hooks 
No. 6, 4, and 2 are useful sizes. For bass 
flies and bass bugs, I use hooks all the 
way from No. 10 up to No. 2/0, depend- 
ing upon the size of fish and size and type 
of the fly. 

For dry flies, you need turned-down or 
turned-up eyed hooks on very light wire. 
For wet flies, nymphs, bucktails and 
streamers, heavy wire hooks are better, 
again in turned-down or turned-up eyed 
styles. For flies used in heavy, fast water 


_ and fished close to the bottom, as with 


Me 


nymphs, weighted flies are often needed, 
and streamers and certain other long- 
bodied imitations require extra length 
shafts on the hooks. Flies used for troll- 
ing are made in the straight-ringed style. 


In general the different types of flies 
are: dry flies, wet flies, nymphs, buck- 
tails, streamers and bass bugs. To these 
may be added the imitations of certain 
special trout foods. Dry flies and bass 
bugs are fished on the surface while wet 
flies, nymphs, bucktails and streamer flies 
are fished under the surface. 

‘Dry flies usually depend upon their 
hackle to make them float. Bass bugs 
often are made with cork, balsa wood or 
kapok bodies to insure their floating, al- 
though many good bass bugs depend upon 
heavy hackling or hair for buoyancy. 


Wet flies imitate drowned aquatic or 
land insects or other imitations fished 
under the surface. Nymphs imitate the 
immature forms of aquatic insects, in- 
cluding the larval stages. This is a very 
important group that constitute a big 
proportion of the insect food taken by 
trout. 

Bucktails depend upon action of the 
hair and an impression of a “gob of fish 
food” for their chief attraction. Buck- 
tails are often good for large trout. 


Streamer flies imitate minnows as do 
certain wet flies. It is my opinion that a 
good many of the “fancy type” wet flies 
are thought by the trout to be small 
minnows, especially as the bright colors 
often used on these flies probably look 
like.the prismatic colors caused by sur- 
face refraction-on natural trout food. 

I think the most logical way of classify- 
ing the various flies is under the type of 
insects or other trout food which they 
imitate. In any such list, the greatest 
number of fly patterns imitate either 
adult or immature stages of the great 
family of aquatic insects called Mayflies. 

Among the dry fly imitations of vari- 
ous Mayflies are many of our best known 
flies—the Green Drake, the light and dark 
Cahill, the American March Brown, the 
Quill Gordon, the Hendrickson, Pale Eve- 
ning Dun, Ginger Quill, Iron Blue Dun 
and hundreds of other patterns. While 
most of these flies are tied with upright 
wings, many modern fly tyers are now 
using either hair wings or very short 
wings with long hackles, called “variants.” 
All of these flies are good when Mayfly 
“hatches” are on, and if fished properly in 
the right sizes. A “hatch,” by the way, 
is the turning of large numbers of under- 
water nymphs or larvae into adult winged 
aquatic insects on or near the surface of

Nymphs of the Mayfly group are im- 
itated widely and are tremendously use- 


ful flies, because trout feed on nymphs ~ 


or larvae almost all the year and prac- 
tically at any time of day, while the fish 


only feed on adult flies on the surface for — 


short periods. While you can buy some 


well-tied nymphs, there is need of more 


worthwhile close imitations of natural 
nymphs. It is far more important that 
your nymphs resemble the natural insects 
than is the case with dry flies because the 
nymph is seen by the trout in reflected 
light at his own level or below it instead 
of only as a silhouette floating above the 
surface of the water. Color particularly 
can be seen much clearer in a deep-fished 


fly. Shape, size, and general appearance, 


as well as the way the fly behaves in the 
water, all affect its fish-taking ability. As 
to shape, don’t be confused by the fact 


that a trout will take a mangled up old. 


fly just as well as a new one. The same 


trout will take a mangled up natural — 


nymph just as well or better than an un- 
hurt, lively nymph, too. Along the same 
line, all fishermen know that fish take a 
crippled minnow better than a sound one. 
The nymphs of the green drake, march 
brown, ginger quill, olive dun, dragon- 
fly and damsel-fly are all good. 

A number of good, hard-shelled body 


nymphs are available in the tackle stores. 


They are good, practical flies. Usually 
they are tied on heavy No. 10 hooks. This 
size is good but it would help if some No. 
12’s were available also. I think one rea- 
son so many beat-up wet flies take fish is 
that in this condition they make a good 
impressionistic imitation of a crippled 
natural nymph or larva. 

In picking out nymphs, it is useful to 
remember that many natural insects of 
this type have dark. backs and light 
colored bellies. Nymphs made with 
sponge rubber or very soft plastic bodies 
and wiggly legs of soft rubber, nylon, 
soft hackle or maribou are deadly. I 
think that if some commercial fly tyers 
would bring out several really life-like 
imitations of natural nymphs, made heavy 
to fish deep but which have some action 
legs that work in the water they would 
be tremendous fish catchers and probably 
become quite popular flies. 

Next to Mayflies and their nymphs, the 
aquatic insects taken in greatest quantity 
by trout are caddice flies or sedges. Un- 
fortunately for dry fly fishermen, most of 
the caddice flies hatch just at dusk or 
after dark, but in the immature under- 
water stages, caddice flies make up a big 
proportion of trout food and their imita- 
tions are fine fish catchers. 

For night fishing, especially for brown 
trout, dry fly imitations of some of the 
caddice flies are among the best, although 
not widely tied or used. The Shad fly, 
the Grannom, the Brown Sedge fly do 
very nicely. An imitation of the.caddice 
fly worm does well also. 

The next great family of aquatic flies 
are the stone flies. These are the flies 
that carry the wings flat along their backs 
when at rest and fly with their bodies in 
a vertical position with all four wings

Several quite good stone fly nymph 
- imitations are tied commercially. These 
insects are taken freely by trout and at 
least one of their imitations should be in 
every fly fisherman’s box. The Early 
_ Brown stone fly nymph and the stone fly 
__ Creeper Nymph are two good kinds. 
_ Next among the aquatic insect families 
_ come the alders. These flies hold their 
wings in an inverted “V,” like the caddice 
_ flies but alder flies have smooth wings. 
_ Alder flies are the rather clumsy little 
_ tent-winged flies seen commonly crawling 
and flying around alder bushes at the 
edges of trout streams. Very few dry 
_ fly imitations of alders are made but one 
_ of them is worth having with you. The 
American alder tied dry is a good one. 
When tied wet this same American alder 
makes an excellent underwater fly. The 
Leadwing Coachman is quite commonly 
used as an imitation of the American 
alder. Flies imitating the alder fly larva 
and the fish fly larva are good. About 
_ the best known of the alder family to 
fishermen are the dobson fly and its 
famous nymph, the hellgramite, and the 
fish fly. The imitation of the dobson 
fly, tied dry, will take big trout and bass 
as will a floating imitation of the fish fly. 
- A good underwater imitation of the hell- 
gramite, especially if made with action 
legs, is a splendid nymph for bass and 
large trout. 

The true flies or black flies can always 
-\be recognized because they have only one 
pair of wings, while the Mayflies, caddice 
flies, stone flies and alders all have four 
wings. Among the true flies are mos- 
~  quitoes, black flies, midges, gnats, 
__ punkies, deer flies and horse flies. Imita- 
tions of all these insects are tied by com- 

mercial fly tyers, both in dry and wet 
patterns. These flies, as well as the bee, 
are reliable and some of them should be 
included in your fly box. The black gnat, 
_ mosquito, various midges, badger hackle 
and many others, give the fisherman a 
- wide selection in this group. You will 
want some black gnats and midges in 
very small sizes No. 16, 18, 20 and 22. 

Ants are land-bred insects, but they get 
on the water in large numbers in the 
mating season of spring and summer, and 
at that time the trout take them avidly. 
The brown ant is a good fly if fished 
semi-submerged or as a wet fly. 

t One of the finest dry flies I have 
used is an imitation of the grasshopper. 
It works best on No. 12 and 14 hooks for 
ordinary stream-sized trout. This fly 
_ should be tied so that it floats well and 
-doesn’t waterlog. Be careful that the fly 
is tied so the gape of the hook is suffi- 
_ ciently clear to hook your strikes. 

A dry fly and a wet fly imitation of a 
i beetle should be in your fly box. Beetles

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are tied with bucktail or deer hair in 
black, brown, yellow and other colors.

Crane flies are imitated successfully in 
both dry flies and in the nymph form. 
They look like large mosquitoes, and 
often are remarkably effective for big 
trout. Some imitations of crane fliés are 
called “Daddy Long Legs”. There is need 
of more really life-like imitations of the 
crane fly. The larvae of the crane fly, 
called water worms, are commonly found 
in the stomachs of trout. This imitation 
makes an excellent wet fly. 

Strange as it may seem, imitations of 
caterpillars, made with kapok bodies, are 
successful dry flies. Aside from these 
forms, caterpillars are represented by 
many other types of flies—palmer-tied 
hackles, wooly-worms and various fuzzy- 
bodied flies. 

Among the very useful dry fly types 
are those long-hackled floaters called 
“variants” or “spiders”. The Gray Fox 
Variant, Red Variant, Blue Variant, 
Cream Spider and many others are reli- 
able fish takers. They are tied on light- 
wired hooks. 

Other varieties of dry flies are the 
spent-wings. These are regular patterns 


tied with the wings sticking out flat to | 


each side. They work well and one or 
two are worth carrying. A few fan-wing 
flies, in the Royal Coachman Pattern or 
others, are good to have, too. 

One of the main sources of trout food 
is minnows. This is particularly true 
with large trout. Minnows are reproduced 
in flies by streamer flies, bucktails or 
long-bodied wingless wet flies, including 
many so-called “fancy flies” such as the 
Royal Coachman, Coachman, Silver Doc- 
tor and Parmachene Belle. Well known 
streamer flies are the various colored 
marabous, the Mickey Finn, Black, Grey 
and White Ghosts, Polar Bear, Edson 
Tiger and a lot of others. Every type and 
kind of bucktail can be found in the 
stores, so you'll have no trouble in pick- 
ing out some good flies that imitate min- 
nows. By all means, get some.

darker hackles farther back on the body). 
For bass, and sometimes for trout, flies 
' representing crayfish, frogs, fresh water 
shrimps, mice, big grubs and other forms 
of fish food are very effective. Hair-fly 
imitations of crayfish and frogs take a lot 
of fish—bass particularly. Of course, 
there are a myriad of cork and balsa 
wood bass bugs that are among the finest 
bass dry flies ever used. Some of the 
smaller sizes of this form of fly work 
quite well on large trout. 

Action in the water accounts for a 
great part of the attractiveness of flies. 
The way a fly is fished is as important as 
the pattern of the fly itself. 

Stalk your trout, keep out sight of the 
fish, be quiet, get yourself in good fishing 
position and do your casting properly and 
nearly all of your flies will catch fish. 

In this connection, the length and size 
of your leader is important. From 6 feet 
to as much as 15 to 18 feet of leader is 
necessary under different conditions. 

' Tapered leaders are needed for dry flies. 
I prefer them with wet flies, too, but 
underwater fly types can be fished on 


a 
my 


level leaders. The clearer the water and | 


the more scary the fish, the longer and 
finer leaders you need. The upper end of 
your leader should be just under the size 
of the end of your line. The butt end of 
the leader runs all the way from .018 
inches in diameter down to .014 inches. 
This tapers down to .011 or .009 inches at 
the tip, for wet flies and large trout, to as 
fine as 3x, 4x, or even 5x for small dry 
flies, clear water and scary trout. 

One last important suggestion: Be sure 
to keep your hooks sharp. This means 
the difference between many a trout 
landed or lost. 

Remember that good fly casting is 
fundamentally a matter of putting the 
right bend in your rod at the right time 
and then letting the rod do the casting.

Perhaps the most important facet to. 
successful bait casting for trout is the © 
method. First of all, casts should be oe 
Reach out as far as you can. It’s surprising 
how far a small lure can be cast with this _ 
light tackle and the long rod and this is 
another big advantage of bait casting, for — 
with this tackle you can reach way out to 
the trout which are unaware of our 
presence. 

. There are four casts I’ve found partic- — 
ularily good. I list them in order of 
effectiveness. I usually use them all from _ 
one fishing position and then move on. 

The upstream quartering cast: Cast 
slightly upstream, allowing the lure to 
swing with the current to a point below 
the fishing position. Always follow the 
lure with the rod all the while and reel _ 
just enough to keep the line tight. In 
this method the lure really fishes itself, 
slipping across boulders, through holes 
and finally hanging, but still working, ins. 
the current. That is the time to expect — 
the smashing strike while the lure works — 
at one spot for a few seconds before the 
upstream retrieve is started. Trout fol- 
low the lure from many positions in its — 
course downstream and when it stops — 
traveling, though still darting in the cur- 
rent, the fish are aroused to strike. Re- 
trieving upstream then should be a jerk=- — 
ing stop-and-reel process and never a 
slow steady retrieve. This is important. 
If a spoon is used, it should never be al- 
lowed to spin. Nine times out of ten, 
when a spoon starts to spin, the trout will 
shy away. 

The upstream cast: The lure is cast 
directly upstream from the fishing posi- 
tion. The retrieve for this cast should be 
fast enough to move the lure at the same 
speed of the current. Trout invariably 
strike the lure on this retrieve immedi- 
ately as it passes their position without 
the customary follow. 

The cross-current cast: Cast* directly 
across the current at right angles to the 
stream and retrieve ete at a 
fairly fast clip.

‘early efforts at fly-tying. It was a loosely 
wrapped black-hackled monstrosity al- 
most as large as a streamer fly.

‘Make mine a spider on those afternoons 
‘when no lure under the sun seems at- 
tractive to finicky trout. 

Attached to a leader nine feet long and 

tapered to 4-X, the spider will drop down 
on the surface like a bit of wind-blown 
thistle, or ride high and dry down a rough 
riffle. And the trout will take it. 
_ Why? Well, hold a spider up against 
a strong light and look at it. Doesn’t it 
seem like a tiny insect with rays of light 
reflecting in all directions from it? And 
‘isn’t it possible that’s the way it looks to 
a trout, too? 

Spiders in natural ginger, blue dun, and 
barred rock -are .particularly effective. 
Only feathers whose barbules have a 
sheen and glint should be used, and al- 
though some tyers like a short-shanked, 
gold-finished hook, I’ve found an ordi- 
nary light wire size 16 effective. 

' Spiders are made in all sizes, but a 
ecommended average is one large enough 
over a silver quarter.

An old Indian once told me that the 
white man is in too much of a hurry to 
reap the full reward in his pursuit of 
fishes and game. 

He explained that the strong desire to 
get at the cream of the crop causes him 
to rush away to the so called far off 
greener fields which frequently fade 
under his boots. 

I have found this to be true on little 
trout brooks which, because they failed 
to provide the hurrying wormers with 
fast fishing and limit catches, were said 
to be fished out and passed up for more 
productive waters farther off the beaten 
path. 

It is true that excessive fishing has 
depleted the supply of those lively little 
trout of just legal length or a bit over 
that smash a worm-baited barb the in- 
stant it is dropped into the pool. But it 
has barely dented the ranks of the wary 
and wise old lunkers that aren’t so easily 
attracted to a bait. 

The first and most important step in the 
procedure of taking these trout is a 
cautious and quiet approach. There must 
be absolutely no bank vibration, no crash- 
ing of brush, and no tell tale shadow cast 
across the water. This can be accom- 
plished by circling back from the pool and 
crawling on hands and knees or belly 
until the rod (a steel telescope) pulled 
out to full length will reach over the 
bank. 

The bait is one firm and lively night 
crawler of medium size or a large garden 
worm loosely looped on a small hook 
which is attached ahead of a tiny, single, 
copper spinner. A buckshot squeezed on 
the line above the spinner will take the 
bait and all to the bottom where it re- 
mains in the same spot. 

The angler, lying quietly and out of 
sight, then settles down to wait. The 
worm squirms slowly on the hook and by 
occasional light twitches of the rod tip, 
the tiny spoon is made to flash. 

The wary old lunker moves from his 
hideout very slowly and just as slowly 
approaches the bait, noses it and finally 
proceeds to swallow it. Finally he turns 
and moves slowly back to his hideout. 
The line cuts slowly across the pool and 
that is the cue for the angler to set the 
barb and hustle his prize out of the pool 
as quickly and quietly as possible. The 
pool is rested and the procedure is re- 
peated in that spot and others all along 
the brook.

In the deep western lakes during the 
warm summer months rainbow trout fre- 
quently feed on the surface only for short 
intervals or not at all on some days when 
fly hatches are absent. And a trick I’ve 
found to take trout on these days is to 
cast about a No. 6 grey nymph well out 
from the boat or shore, allowing it to sink 
two to four feet before starting the re- 
trieve. The retrieve should be of the 
“jerking” type with each jerk moving the 
fly about a foot. 

Just keep repeating this operation for 
I’ve found the strikes come more fre- 
quent and harder in this style of fishing 
on the days the big rainbows aren’t feed- 
ing on the surface. THE END

to come off, either from excessive wear 
through walking on dry land and jagged 
rocks or because the “stickum” won’t 
hold. At any rate the ordinary shoe re- 
pair man who attempts to fix the felt to 


rubber does, at best, only a temporary ~ 


job. Even in the Northwest, where cer- 
tain shops feature the service, success is 
only so-so. 

The best of the caulked metal cleats 
consist of a full sole with sandal straps 
to bind it to the boot. Both the chain and 
the half-cleats, when strapped to the foot, 
have a tendency to cramp the toes and to 
cause pain when worn for any length of 
time. The full sole of leather, metal, or 
composition, is stiff in itself, and being 
almost an overshoe can be worn with 
more comfort. I have not seen such a 
cleated sandal manufactured since the 
war. Some companies are certainly miss- 
ing a bet there. 

When we consider full waders there are 
several types and variations to fit almost 
any purpose. The most popular, and 
probably the most practical for most men, 
is the one with the rubber-boot foot that 
goes up a foot or more and continues 
with a waterproof, clothlike material up 
to the waist or armpits. These are worn 
over woolen socks and are held up by 
wide suspenders. Many of these models 
have the cleated rubber sole with all its 
aforementioned disadvantages. The bet- 
ter designs have a sturdy felt sole, both 

cemented and sewed, and they are tops. 

I don’t have a pair of these mainly be- 
cause I have never been able to find ’em 
to fit my ample proportions, 275 pounds 
on a size 13 base. Those of standard 
proportions have been fitted to the 
middle-aged man with a prominent belly 
and if you are not full blown across the 
middle there’ll probably be room for one 
-of you in each leg. However, in a way, 
this is a blessing in disguise because the 
wearer has plenty of room to squat, stoop, 
or drive a car with waders on. They’re 
no good for hiking, however, so if camp 
is some way from the water it is best to 
carry ’em in a bag to the fishing grounds. 

The ne-plus-ultra in wading equipment 
is the stocking foot wader made to your 
measure out of two layers of balioon 
cloth-like material that has a rubber 
fabric in between layers. They are ex- 
tremely light, fit perfectly, and are quite 
serviceable. Worn with them are either 
the felt-soled canvas wading shoes or 
eaulked leather boots, depending on the 
type of bottom to be fished. This is the 
outfit I wear most of the time. From the 
safety standpoint, on treacherous bottoms, 
the caulked boots permit the best pos- 
sible footing. In some of our wild-water 
steelhead streams that factor is of su- 
preme importance. 

But even this type of outfit has its 
drawbacks. First off it is expensive. The 
rub is that these caulked boots or shoes 
are uncomfortable unless vented with 
holes cut in them just above the sole in 
order to relieve water pressure in deep 

wading. Wearing high leather boots 
without these holes makes the feet ache 
like sixty in a short time. Some waders 
get by without venting logger’s shoes,

relieving pressure by loose lacing. 

Secondly, stocking foot waders should 
be worn with a sock next to the foot and 
another between the wader and the shoe 
if excessive wear to the thin material is 
to be prevented. That makes a pretty 
bulky arrangement around the feet and, 
unless the sizes of inner sock, wader, 
outer sock, and boot are well matched, 
will be uncomfortable. 


One other angle of equipment concerns _ 


clothing. Because wading is usually done 
in rather cold water warm clothing is 
called for. In all cases woolen socks are 
the order of the day. The only exception 
is with stocking foot waders where a thin 
lisle or cotton sock may be worn on the 
foot itself. The outer sock should be 
woolen. 

Duck pants are perfectly satisfactory 
but if the fisherman is inclined to be thin 
or to chill easily long woolen drawers are 
strictly in order. Trout waters are cold 
and the chill penetrates. For the winter 
steelheader even two pairs of woolen 


.pants are none too many. 


Clothing worn above the waist should 
be suitable for the air temperature. How- 
ever, it is best to wear a little more than 
at first indicated because that underwater 
coldness cools off the entire body. A thin 
woolen shirt is most always acceptable. 
A short wading vest or coat is mighty 
handy in which to stow extra leaders, fly 
boxes, smokes, etc. They are made with 
big bellows pockets and are short enough 
to stay dry when the wader is in deep.~ 
A sun-visor cap or wide-brimmed hat, a~ 
landing net with an elastic cord around 


the waist or shoulder, and a creel com-_ 


plete the outfit. In bad weather a light 
“stow-away” type of rain jacket, carried 
in one of the bellows pockets, will add 
immeasurably to one’s comfort. 

That’s about it for equipment so let’s go 
wading. As I said before all wading 
should be done as quietly and as un- 
obtrusively as possible. On occasion, as 
my friend Syl MacDowell says in his book 
Western Trout, a careful wader can even 
move up on a pool of feeding trout which 
would be scared by a bank approach. 
This is particularly true in water where 
animals or livestock are accustomed to 
drink and where bank structure is honey 
combed rock or lava which acts as a 
sounding board and frightens the fishy 

All wading steps, whether in deep or 
shallow water, should be a sort of shuffle 
or slide so that balance is never endan- 
gered. It is particularly important in 
swift water as a leg raised too high will 
be swept downstream but fast and the 
angler along with it. Before the weight 
is entirely removed from the rear foot 
make sure the front foot has a sturdy 
purchase on the bottom. 

In strange water, where you can’t see 
the bottom, never step until you have 
probed the area with a staff or stick. That 
same staff, a six foot cane-sized stick tied 
to your belt with a thong, will enable you 
to wade much faster water than you could 


negotiate without it. Its also mighty | 


handy in getting back from a deep hole 
into shallower water. While learning to 
wade big water always use a staff. 

In trying to reach a spot well out in 
wild water start your approach upstream 
so you can angle down to the spot. It

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angles to the current or going upstream. 
Footing is more certain, too. In return- 
ing to shore angle downstream. 

There has been a lot of misinformation 
written about the danger of using waders. 
The story always is that when those huge 
pants fill with water you go down to the 
bottom and stay there. But quite the 
opposite is true. If waders are properly 
belted at the waist, and they all have belt 
loops for that purpose, the air imprisoned 
in those self-same pants will float a man 
for several minutes. I fall in quite reg- 
ularly because I put too much faith in my 
size instead of a staff. In fast water I 
usually regain my feet after a couple of 
somersaults and in deep water paddle to 
shore buoyed up by those built-in life 
preservers. And when I get to shore my 
pants are a lot drier than my shirt! Ifa 
timid wader wears a kapok life-jacket 
and belts his waders up snugly he will 
float like a cork in case of an accident. 

A wading possibility that is overlooked 
by many anglers is the shoreline of 
lakes. Although boats: are the accepted 
procedure wading is often a good bet. 
There is less commotion in approaching 
the feeding fish and the casts are far more 
accurate. Try it sometime among the lily 
pads of a bass shore or the shallow bars 
of a trout lake. Be careful of holes and 
drop-offs, however. On extremely muddy 
bottoms wading is impractical. 

Perhaps a pointer or two on the care of 
wading equipment would be of value. 
Snags or tears can be patched with tube 
repair materials. Always turn boots or 
waders as near inside out as possible after 
a trip so they will dry out. Even though 
they do not leak the inside will sometimes 
become damp from perspiration. Stuffing 
with newspapers or paper towels or burn- 
ing a light bulb inside for a few minutes 
will help dry ’em out. A liberal applica- 
tion of talcum powder is a good deal to 
aid in keeping the boots dry and sweet. 
It also makes them slip on and off more 
easily. In storing for any period of time 
hang ’em with the feet up. 

That’s about it. If you’ve never “made 
like a fish” why don’t you take a whirl at 
it? Inch for inch and pound for pound 
any finny battler is a lot more fun when 
you go in after him. THE END 


Now Is The Time 


Right now is the time to dig out the old 
fishin’ tackle and give it a good going 
over. One of the first things to consider 
is this: By splicing fifty yards of bait 
casting line onto your fly line, you may 
save that record breaker that we all fish 
for. Thirty yards isn’t much to play one 
of the big boys if he is hooked in a stream 
of any size. 

Remove your fly line from the reel if 
you didn’t do it last fall. Scrape all the 
finish off the last inch of line down to the 
bare silk. Get a fifty yard spool of twelve 
pound bait casting line. We use twelve 
pound so that it will not fill up the reel 
too much, yet it is strong enough to han- 
dle very large fish on a fly rod. 

Place the inch of scraped fly line with 
one inch of bait casting line and wind 
the splice with silk thread. Coat the splice 
with clear nail polish and let dry. 

Run the line back on the reel and you 
are ready for that big one.

In using baits—best shrimps or crabs—_ 


the fisherman must first find where bone- 
fish feed, then get them out in the path 
of the fish and wait for the pickup.

take any surface plug worked fast, or a 
loosely tied, divided wing streamer fly. 
The latter will seldom flush fish feeding 
in very shoal water if there is no false 
casting.

toward wading altogether, and using all 
the gear, including waders, which north- 
ern stream fishermen employ. 

It’s just as feasable to use a skiff in 
trolling key waters. Cuda strike just as 
hard, and hook themselves. Too, the 
troller will catch Crevalle jacks, snapper, 
channel bass and groupers. And there's 
excellent fishing for all these fishes and 
many others from the many bridges. Its 
truly a fishing country for the casual 
fisherman. ’ 

The season determines the cost of ac- 
commodations. That’s true everywhere 
in Florida.

filling the CREEL 


By DICK FORTNEY 


In the early spring season, when the 
water in most streams is cold and high, 
the |ages-old tactic of still-fishing can 
produce fine trout for the creel. Trout are 
apt to congregate in deep, quiet pools 
when the water temperature is low. They 
cruise about there in search of food. 

A big fat nightcrawler or a large and 

lively minnow are good bait. 
_-The still-fisherman baits his hook with 
one of these and casts it into the depths, 
then props his rod on a forked stick and 
sits back in the sunshine to wait for ac- 
tion. 

Occasionally, he picks up the rod and 
moves the bait, or if no strike is forth- 
coming within a reasonable time he puts 
fresh bait on the hook. 

He knows that so long as the bait has 
life and remains in plain sight one of the 
cruising trout will come upon it. 


y Use Light Wire Hooks 


Fragile baits such as crickets and grass- 
hoppers produce good action, but they 
must be carefully handled. 

They should always be used on light 
wire hooks, for hooks that are too heavy 
are sure to injure and possibly even kill 
the bait. = 

Very small hooks also are recommended 
for this kind of bait. It is difficult to set 
down any table of sizes. A general rule 
is to check the size of the insect, then to 
select a hook that is just big enough to 
hold it firmly. 

The cast must be gentle and smooth, 
also, or the insect will be torn off the 
hook before it reaches the water. 


For "Tailing" Trout 


Trout that are tailing in the riffles—that 
is, breaking the surface of the water with 
their tails as they pick up food off the 
bottom or from down'in the water—are 
a problem for all anglers. 

The fly fisherman gets results by using 
wet flies or nymphs, which imitate the in- 
sects on which the trout are feeding. 

And here is a suggestion for bait 
anglers. 

Lying along the edges of most trout 
streams, under rocks or other debris, may 
be found aquatic insects in various stages 
of development. Some of them are large 
enough to use as bait. 

Attach one of these to a light hook, on 
a long leader, and cast it into the stream 
some distance above the feeding trout. 
Allow it to float down with the current 
without interference. Chances are that 
the trout will take this natural bait more 
quickly than the wet fly angler’s lures. 


The Size of Minnows 


Half the secret of successful trout fishing 
with minnows is the size of the bait that 
is used. Under some circumstances very 
large minnows are called for, and in some 
other cases it may be best to use the 
smallest minnow that can be attached, to 
the hook.

There are two basic ways of fishing the | 


minnow. One is to hook it through the 
lips or the skin of the back (keeping it 
alive) and allowing it to swim around in 
the water. The other is to attach the min- 
now securely, usually with a thin strand 
of wire through its body lengthwise, and 
a swivel between the hook and leader, 
then draw the minnow through the 
water so that it spins and darts. 


Worms in Clear Water 


Trout can be caught on worm bait even 
in clear water. 

That is, provided the angler uses two 
important items of tackle, and also pro- 
vided he has enough skill to get his bait 
into the water without alarming trout 
which are in his range. 

The first important tackle item is a 
leader. It should be as light as seems 
reasonable under prevailing conditions, 
and it should be not less than six feet in 
length. 

The second item is the hook. Experts 
recommend sizes 8, 10, or 12 of the short- 
shank type. 

The angler should keep himself hidden 
as much as possible, and he also should 
cast a long line, then permit his baited 
hook to roll and float downstream with 
the current. 


Bait for Rainbows 


Rainbow trout are, in a sense, the bait 
angler’s special friend. 

Virtually every kind of bait that can 
be used will bring action from this species 
of trout. 

But the very special diet of the rainbow 
includes worms, minnows, and salmon 
eggs. 


Fishing Upstream 


Nine out of every ten trout fishermen 
using bait fish downstream; that is, they 
cast their bait in the water and let it work 
down below them in areas where they 
suspect fish are hiding. 

In so doing, however, they ignore this 
established fact: That trout which are 
feeding invariably take up positions in 
the stream facing the current, or up- 
stream. 

The angler working his bait down- 
stream, below him, runs the danger of 
getting so close to trout that they will 
see him and go into hiding. 

Skilled bait fishermen, on the other 
hand, fish upstream. They have learned to 
handle a long line, they use tapered lead- 
ers, and they have developed the ability 
to drop a worm into the water as lightly 
as the fly angler does a streamer or wet 
fly. 

In effect, they sneak up behind the 
backs of the trout and toss them tidbits 
over their shoulders. 


The Rolling Minnow 


A minnow bouncing and rolling along the 
bottom of a stream often will take trout 
when all else fails. 

The method is simply to let the min- 
now drop into the stream and to feed out 
line until the minnow stops moving down 
with the current. Then pull it up and al- 
low it to roll and tumble downstream.

THE OUTDOORSMAN - 


The bait has to be securely hooked for 
this kind of fishing. One good method is 
to thrust the hook through the minnow’s 
mouth, out through a gill, then pull it 
along the side of the minnow and imbed 
the barb in the tail. This will hold the 
minnow securely and also increase the 
chances of hooking a fish which strikes 
at the bait. 


Try the Hard Places 


No angler gets the maximum of results if 
he is satisfied with just getting his bait 
into a pool or riffle. ; 
Rather, it should be manipulated so 
that the stream current carries it into 
the crevices of rocks and ledges; under 
logs and other obstructions; into deep, 
pocket-like pools, and under embank- 
ments. Trout like to hide in places such 
as these, and under certain circumstances 
—as when a stream is heavily fished or 
the water has become clear and low—re- 


main in these spots even when willing to 
feed.

New Autoloading Shotguns 


Remington now in production on newly 
Designed, lightweight automatic guns 


I have been testing the new and soon 
to be released Remington autoloading 
shotgun, Sportsman 48, here on the ranch 
in recent weeks and it is one of the 
smoothest and slickest auto shotguns yet 
designed. The test gun is a 12 gauge and 
is one of the regular production line 
models; it has two barrels, one a 26-inch 
improved cylinder and the other a 28- 
inch full choke. 

The gun resembles in appearance the 
finest in hammerless pump guns, yet is 
lighter for the gauge than most. The 12 
gauge I’ve been shooting weighs 7%4 
pounds. The 20 gauge, in the same model, 
weighs only 614 pounds and the 16 gauge 
weighs 6142 pounds. And the test shooting 
has proved that the recoil is no heavier, 
despite the light weight, than other auto- 
matics I’ve shot. In fact, I’ve noticed recoil 
less in this new Remington with heavy 
duck loads than any other gun I have 
used regardless of make. 

The new autoloader is being made in 
two models, the Sportsman ’48 that I’ve 
been testing and the Model 11 48. The 
“11 ’48” holds five shells and the Sports- 
man three shells. Each model is being 
manufactured with 26-, 28- and 30-inch 
barrels with borings of cylinder, modi- 


fied, full choke and the Remington special 
skeet bore and chambered for 234-inch 
shells. 

The receiver of the new gun I have 
been shooting definitely looks like a pump 
gun and many shooters think it is a pump 
on first seeing it. The top of the receiver 
is matted, it has crossbolt safety and an 
American walnut pistol grip stock and 
fore-end, both finely checkered. The 
standard stock dimensions, just about 
right for the average field shot, are 14 
inches long with a 244-inch drop at the 
heel and a 15s-inch drop at the comb. — 
Individual measurements, however, can — 
be had at an additional charge as well as 
recoil pad, matted top surface or venti- 
lated rib and beavertail fore-end. 

It almost goes without saying that the © 
gun comes up fast on the mark and seems ~ 
to. fit most shooters perfectly. The 12 
gauge I’ve been testing handles as fast. 
as the usual 16 bore and is lighter to 
carry on all-day treks. 

The gun incorporates a newly designed 
friction ring marked plainly for light or 
heavy loads and the change is made 
simply by reversing the ring. I have tried 
the gun with heavy duck loads with the 
ring set for light loads and, even then,

‘ring was properly set it was a pleasure — 
shooting the heavy loads even when — 
patterning the gun. I found the pattern 
tests equally as good as the field shooting. _ 
I tried the gun on some late-season mal- 
lards, with the temperature around 208 
Below zero and the shots ranging between 
60 and 70 yards, and found that it brought 
down the heavy-feathered birds as well 
as any 12 bore gun I’ve ever used. a 

The Sportsman 48 is streamlined from 
butt to muzzle, with the pistol grip stock 
having a black plastic butt plate and grip 
cap with a flying duck on the grip cap. 
The front trigger guard slopes gradually 
from the frame to the guard proper and 
the trigger pull is clean and sharp. The 
front bead is mounted on a raised block 
that lines up perfectly with the matted — 
receiver top, and the operating handle is 
small and neat and does not affect the 
general streamlined appearance of the 2 
gun. = 

.The autoloader comes apart easily with — 
the fingers alone by merely turning the _ 
big knurled nut at the front of the fore- 
end, freeing the forearm and barrel. 

I have tried almost every make of load _ 
in it attempting to get a malfunction but 
with no luck in that direction at all. The 
gun handled all the different loads equally 
well. 

All action and receiver parts are hard 
steel and no soft aluminum alloys are 
used at all. It’s a gun that should last a 
lifetime with any sort of reasonable care. _ 
Actually the gun is so simple that little — 
should ever go wrong with it. 

Remington has copied the old British 
gunmaker’s description of their light 12_ 
bores in calling it a “12-20,” meaning that _ 
the 12 gauge handles like a 20 gauge gun. ~ 
And in this respect they’re not far wrong, 

In shooting the new gun I noticed that 
the usual jar of the breech block return- 
ing to battery was absent—just a short 
poke and report and the gun was loaded 
and ready for another shot. 

The light recoil, I believe, should make 
the gun a good one for women as well as 
men, with the women who like waterfowl - 
gunning using the 12 gauge in this new 
model instead of the 20 or 16 gauges now — 
employed to cut down recoil. 

Tests showed penetration the full equal 
of any gun I’ve fired with equal loads 
and patterns were up to the usual high 
Remington standards and usually much ~ 
better than the company claims. 

Another feature I liked about the 
Sportsman 748 was the way it threw the 
empty cases well away from the shooter 
and well forward. 

The new autoloader is really an out- 
standing gun and one, I predict, that will 
be of great interest to all upland game 
and waterfowl gunners.

Q.—(1) Is it safe to use .38 short colt’s in a 
H & R Revolver, 5 shot, Patented 1895 and 
1896? It seems to be chambered for .38 shorts 
because the cylinder is 4%" longer than same. 

(2) I intend to buy a shotgun later on when 
prices go down. I believe my preference would 
be a 6% pound, 16 gauge, 28” barrels. The 
Majority of my shots would be from 25 to 40 
yards. My question is should I get M & F or 
Imp. Cylinder and modified? 

(3) How should one sight in a .257 Roberts 
so that the mid-range trajectory over the long- 
est possible range is not more than 2” (87 
grain) ? 

(4) How does the Colt Act. .22 Automatic 
stack up as a squirrel gun using Hi-speed, hol- 
low-points gun when sport, not limit bags, plus 
clean kills are most desired?

A.—Yes, the .88 Colt short is the cartridge 
for which that revolver was made and should 
be perfectly safe if in good condition. 

(2) I would get the modified and full choke 
if I were you, as a 16 bore is slightly shorter 
ranged than a 12 bore. It is my own personal 
choice for an upland gun but I like both barrels 
full choke myself as my shooting is more apt 
to be 40 to 55 yards. 

(3) If you will sight that Roberts for 175 
yards with the 87 grain factory load the 
trajectory will or should be just 2” high at its 
highest point. This will vary somewhat on 
account of the height of sights above the bore 
whether iron or scope sights as there are some 
compensations with a target scope mounted high 
above the bore. 

(4) I would advise either the long barreled 
Colt Woodsman or Match Target or Model D or 
E High-Standard with high speed hollow points

With 
the two makes I have recommended it should 
do well but you need the high speed hollow

It is 
seldom as quick a killer as modern high velocity 
rifles because the slug travels at low velocity 
but it will kill them and also leave a good 
blood trail with any well-placed hit. The 20 
gauge slug is pretty light and I would not ad- 
vise it if a 16 or 18 bore is available, and the 
-410 slug load is worthless for such work. 
Better put a peep sight or shotgun scope on 
the gun. 


Barrel Twist? 


Q.—What barrel twist would you recommend 
for a .30-06 with a 21” or 22” barrel? Of 
course, the commercial guns have a twist of I 
in 10” but also have 24” barrels. Since I am 
going to have my gun custom made, and wish 
to save all the weight possible, that means a 
shorter barrel. What twist would you recom- 
mend to get the maximum range out of this 
shorter barrel? Also, how much can I have 
cut off this barrel without materially reducing 
the range of the gun? 

Would you prefer a Springfield or a Mauser 
action for a custom made .30-06? I understand 
Mauser actions vary some in quality.

A.—I would recommend a 10” twist, not less 
if you want to use 220 grain bullets and I 
would not recommend ceutting the _ barrel 
shorter than 22” unless you wish to shoot only 
220 grain bulletst. You can cut it to 20 inches 
but it will not then expand 180 grain worth 
a whoop at over 200 yards. You lose about 25 
feet in velocity for each inch longer beyond 
ZAI peto30!”. 

Hither action is excellent. I would prefer 
a fine custom Mauser to the Springfield if made 
for the .30-06 cartridge.

Military .30-06 Ammunition 


Hunters who find .30-06 sporting ammu- 
nition in short supply may make up hunt- 
ing ammunition from the government 
30-06 ammunition, but only if it is loaded 
with 173 grain boattail ammunition. With 
the 150 or 170 grain flat base, any filing 
away of the point may cause a very occa- 
sional core to drive on through the jacket, 
leaving same in barrel when the next shot 
will ruin the rifle and in all probability 
the shooter as well. With the boattail, 
however, the gas wedge around the long 
boattail assures driving the bullet jacket 
from the bore and fairly good hunting 
ammunition can be made by filing off the 
point until the lead core shows to about 
a 1/16” in diameter and then drilling a 
hole about 1/16” in diameter to a depth 
of 3/32”. This ammunition should be 
drilled while held in a die to assure the 
hole being in the center of the bullet 
point. When so doctored, this ammunition 
will usually expand reliably to around 
250 yards, but is uncertain at all longer 
ranges account the great jacket thickness 
near the point. If the jacket is ground 
thinner near the point it is very reliable 
in expansion. While inferior to good sport- 
ing commercial ammunition, it is far more 
reliable than shooting game with military 
hard points.

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One of the least considered, but very 
important, ingredients of care-free boat- 
ing, and probably the least understood 
by most of us, is the fuel we feed our 
marine motors and from which we expect 
them to produce their maximum power, 
efficiency and smooth operation. 

Actually the problem of fuels is not 
nearly so simple as it seems, for there 
are several angles to be considered. Most 
of us have a preference, a “pet” gasoline 
we consistantly buy if possible. Perhaps 
we happen to carry a credit card for 
that particular brand; perhaps it seems 
to give better mileage, more “snap” and 
superior performance in the motor of 
‘our automobile. 

- Unfortunately, the same gasoline that 
gives such fine results in the car may 
not do the same in the marine engine. 

It may knock badly at full throttle 
and necessitate considerable retarding of 
the spark to eliminate the trouble, or 
the motor may seem unusually sluggish 
when using it, no matter what corrective 
“measures are taken with carburetion 
and spark adjustment. 

_ Here enters the factor of design. A 
motor designed to operate only on high 
octane gas will not deliver its best per- 
formance peak with lesser fuels. One 
- designed for low octane fuel is not helped 
appreciably by premium gasoline. 

~ Octane, for our purpose here, is simply 
a measure of the fuel’s resistance to 
knocking, the detonating action of air- 
gasoline mixtures within the cylinder 
when compressed between the piston 
‘and cylinder head and ignited at the 
proper time by the spark. 

The higher the octane number at which 
the fuel is rated, the more resistance it 
has to knocking and the more efficiency 
it possesses in those engines designed 
to take advantage of this characteristic. 

To produce the best results in any 
motor the fuel must ignite and burn 
progressively, giving a steadily expand- 
ing “push” on the downward moving 
piston. It must not just “explode” like 
‘a stick of dynamite. In the much lower 
- compression chambers of the older type 
motors this fault was not pronounced 
because the engines were designed to 
cope with it, but in the modern high 
compression power plants it is inefficient 
to say the least. 

_ When it does so “explode”, due to the 
ction of low octane fuel, the force 
erted on the piston is more like the 
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Marine Fuels Are Different — 


For maximum efficiency in your inboard or 
outboard be sure you use the proper fuel 


sharp blow of a hammer than the power- 
ful, smooth pressure necessary for best 
engine performance. 

Severe knocking punishes any engine 
badly; both from the jarring impact on 
bearings, wrist-pins and pistons and the 
fact that operating temperatures—and 
consequent friction—increase rapidly. 

The combustion chambers, pistons, fuel, 
in fact the whole motor, becomes over- 
heated, more lubrication is required and 
costly damage may result. The marine 
engine is particularly vulnerable to such 
damage because of its constant load 
factor. 

True enough we can eliminate the 
knocking by retarding the spark and to 
some extent by carburetor adjustment 
to a richer mixture, but if a motor is 
designed to obtain peak efficiency with 
the spark set to ignite the mixture at, or 
slightly before, the piston reaches top 
dead center on its compression stroke 
and we are forced to retard that spark 
to a point somewhere after it has reached 
the top of its travel and is going down 
on the power stroke, then unquestionably 
we are losing just that much of the 
energy the motor should be delivering. 

On the other hand, if the octane rating 
of the fuel is correct for the combustion 
chamber design, spark plugs, valves and 
water-jacketing, compression ratio, in- 
take manifold temperatures and the 
r.p.m. of the engine, the spark can stand 
a considerable advance before the per- 
formance peak is reached. 

Such adjustment is, of course, gov- 
erned by engine design and should never 
be carried past the point of maximum 
efficiency. To do so may result in the 
loss of power. Firing may occur too early 
and pressure be applied to the piston 
before it reaches a point at which its 
speed and momentum can carry it over 
to the power stroke. The octane of the 
fuel may prevent actual knocking but 
the retarding, or braking action will still 
be present. 

Most modern marine engines require 
octane ratings of 72 to 78 when properly 
adjusted. Fortunately, due to war-time 
discoveries, fuels in this range are now 
readily available without the addition of 
tetra-ethyl of lead. 

Gasolines containing lead compounds, 
or those thermally or catalytically 
cracked, are seldom stable enough for 
marine use where copper fuel tanks and 
copper tubing are installed. Particularly

' Untinned copper acts as a_ strong 
catalyst and causes the formation of gum 
and varnish in most gasolines. And, 
though there are presently on the marked 
several chemicals designed to remove 
and prevent these deposits, they are still 
additives and more or less troublesome 
and expensive. 

However, the mere fact that a fuel is 
“white”, unleaded and is refined by what 
is known as the “straight run process” 
does not assure the boatman that it is 
entirely gum-free. The crude from 
which it is made must be those which 
have been proven of low gum content 
and the gasoline produced from them 
blended with synthetic high octane com- 
pounds having a neutralizing and gum 
retarding action. Even then the tanks 
and lines should be drained of fuel glo 
not in use. 

Nearly all regular gasolines secoeae 
some gum in any tank, fuel system, car- 
buretor and engine, whether that engine 
be automobile, marine or outboard. 

Mild deposits may be removed by add- 
ing two to five percent of Acetone to the 
amount of gasoline in the tank, allowing 
it to stand for 24 hours then using it. 

Severe deposits in copper tanks (some- 
times an inch or more in depth) can be 
removed by covering completely with 
Acetone for an hour or so—with circula- 
tion and agitation if possible—then pump- 
ing or pouring it out. 


Repeat until the tank is clean then add _ 


about two percent of Acetone to the first 
tank of gasoline run through the motor. 
Eliminate future trouble by obtaining 
gum-free white gasolines, the periodic 
addition of Acetone or one of the prepared. 
additives. 

Special marine gasolines are usually 
better for marine work for another reason 
also, though they cost no more, and in 
some states less—due to tax laws—at the 
marine stations than at the automobile 
service stations. 

Contrary to general opinion, they are 
not usually compounded in the same way. 
In addition to being lead and dye free, 
straight run white gasolines, other equally 
important factors are considered in their 
make-up. 

One of these is volatility, or their in- 
herent evaporation characteristic. The 
engine of a motor boat ordinarily operates 
under much different temperature condi- 
tions than those in an automobile. It is 
seldom operated at much below freezing, 
except in commercial work, but very 
often, because of less active ventilation, 
the fuel lines, pump, and carburetor are 
subjected to comparatively high tempera- 
tures, while the water jackets, and intake 
manifold are quite cool. 

Under such conditions a very volatile 
gas—one with a low boiling range—will 
make for easy starting but will quickly 
build up unwanted pressure when warm 
and have a tendency to vaporlock, so it 
must be toned down with one of less 
vapor pressure, yet which still retains 
sufficient “umph” to start easily and warm 
up reasonably fast. Nor must it leave any 
appreciable residue of unburned liquid 
to cause crankcase dilution. 

The same conditions apply in a some- 
what less degree, and with the exception 
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of crankcase dilution, to outboard motors. 
Premium fuels are less important to them 
because of the fact that their lubrication 
oils must be mixed and consumed with 
the gasoline, but even in an aluminum 
outboard gasoline tank enough gum may 
form after a few years to constantly work 
loose, clog fuel lines, strainers and car- 
buretor jets and plague the boatman until 
it is removed. 

With such small removable tanks the 
chore is not too arduous. I have found 
that emptying the tank of fuel and rinsing 
it out with strong soapsuds to remove the 
oil before beginning the operation is a 
considerable help in getting quick results. 

Next, obtain from the hardware store a 
good paint brush cleaner such as Dic-a- 
Doo, which comes in a five cent package. 
Add it to a pint of hot water, pour it 
into the tank, along with a handful of 


small rough stones, replace the cap and~ 


shake vigorously with a circular, scouring 
motion. Don’t use sand or gravel. They’re 
too hard to remove afterward. 

Be sure none of the liquid remains on 
the paint or decal outside the tank or it 
will cause damage. Usually it requires 24 
hours or so to emulsify the gum so the 
pebbles will loosen it and it can be washed 
out. 

When all the gum is removed shake out 
the pebbles, rinse the tank with clean 
water, drain it as dry as possible and 
place it in the sun with the cap removed 
and outlet connection open. A few hours 
will usually remove any remaining mois- 
ture. 

Most oil companies catering to marine 
trade carry at their waterfront stations 
the gum-free fuels, detergent oils and 
waterproof greases for inboard four cycle 
type engines and detergent-free oils for 
outboard and two cycle engines. 

Correct octane requirements can be ob- 
tained from the manufacturer or dealer of 
each engine and the gasoline most nearly 
conforming to that requirement should 
give the best results when the motor is 
properly tuned. Cuinton R. Hut 


Laying Canvas 


Canvas for decks or canvas covered boats 
can be laid or set in heavy white lead 
paint, liquid marine glue, or waterproof 
marine canvas cement. A gallon of the 
cement is ample for most jobs and is less 
expensive than paint or glue. Follow 
directions carefully for best results. 


Watch Back Pressure 


Sharp bends in the exhaust line will 
cause back pressure enough to cut engine 
power very badly. In fact a motor can be 
stopped completely by plugging the ex- 
haust. 

Make the turns as gentle as possible 
and locate the outlet just above the sur- 
face of the water so it will slope down- 
ward slightly and water will not run back 
to stand in the pipe when the motor is 
idle The water acts as a plug and makes 
the motor very hard to start. 

To lessen vibration and motor noise 
when the exhaust is water cooled cut the 
pipe a couple of feet from the motor and. 
insert a short piece of heavy water hose. 
Use metal hose clamps to tighten it on 
the pipes. A bit of hard grease will help 
to get it to slide into place. .

Pier Fishing for Gamesters 
The species of fish and methods of fishing

vary greatly but it is all great sport 


Throughout the length of the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts and the coast of the 
Gulf of Mexico, salt water anglers will 
find piers and jetties conveniently located 
for good fishing. Not only are these struc- 
tures available along the shorelines of 
the larger bodies of water, but they are 
also available in many of the bays and 
inlets. 

The variety of fishes caught by anglers 
fishing from piers and jetties is large. It 
includes everything from small gamesters 
to sailfish. Anglers who consistently fol- 
low this type of the fishing sport employ 
various methods in making their catches. 

Pier anglers spend: a_ considerable 
amount of time discussing the various 
rigs used. In the north and along the 
Pacific coast, the rig generally employed 
is known to surf casters as the standard 
rig. This consists of a comparatively short 
leader wire to which is fastened a three- 
way swivel. The line is attached to one 
eye of the swivel, a short leader and 
hook to the second eye, and a short leader 
and pyramid sinker to the remaining eye. 

In some areas, a spreader is used that 
employs two hooks. Usually, in this case, 
the angler places one kind of bait on one 
hook and another kind on the other hook. 
The idea is to have a double chance of 
attracting fish. Quite often, two fish are 
hooked and landed on one cast. However, 
if one kind of bait definitely proves to 
be better than the other, béth hooks are 
baited with that bait. 

Another kind of rig, known as the 
line saver, comprises a length of leader 
wire with a swivel between leader and 
line and a hook on the other end of the 
leader. A short piece of leader wire, not 
exceeding eight inches in length, has the 
sinker on one end and a swivel on the 
other. The other eye of the swivel is 
placed on the line before the leader and 
hook are attached. 

In use, this rig allows the line to run 
freely through the swivel eye without in- 
terference with the sinker. Thus, when 
a fish bites or takes the bait, the resultant 
pull can be felt distinctly. Also, the fish 
biting does not feel the weight or pull of 
the sinker, and the sinker does not in- 
terfere unduly with the fight the gamester 
makes when hooked, 

Still another rig employs two lengths 
of leader wire, one about three feet long 
and the other not more than a foot long. 
A hook is attached to one end of the 
longer leader, with a swivel at the other 


end. The short leader is attached to the — 
swivel and an egg sinker is slipped over — 
it. The other end of the short leader has 
a swivel, to which the line is attached. ‘ 
| Pier anglers call this a fish saver rig. 
When cast out, a few feet of line are- 
reeled back to make sure that the rig — 
is not curled or bent. As in the case of — 
the line saver rig, the short leader slides — 
through the sinker when a fish bites. This — 
rig and the egg sinker cannot be used .. 
effectively in a heavy surf. The shape of | 
the sinker keeps it from holding the bait 1 3. 
out. However, it is perfect for fishing a — 
locality where there are lots of rocky — ‘ 
formations on the bottom. = 
The pyramid sinker, generally oe 
ing, is a favorite with pier anglers. This is — 
especially true where the bottom fished _ 
is sandy. Due to its odd shape, the pyra- 
mid sinker quickly sinks into the sand 
and will hold the bait out even in a heavy — 
current. On the other hand, the egg 
sinker and almond sinker are best where — 


’ the current is not strong or where the 


bottom is covered with obstructions. : 
The weight of the sinker used, regard- _ 
less of what kind of sinker it may be, de-- 
pends upon the conditions affecting the — 
fishing. It is best to use as little lead as — 
possible because by so doing the fish is 
enabled to put up a better fight. The 
weight generally used by pier anglers is — 
four ounces. Sometimes a five-ounce — 
sinker is needed, while at other times — 
and places a three-ounce lead is plenty. 
Most fishing rod manufacturers turn — 
out a pier rod, made especially for pier 
fishing. This rod is about six feet in over- © 
all length, quite stoutly built and able to © 
take considerable mishandling. Some are — 
made with separate butt and tip, while 
others are made in one piece, the tip con- © 
tinuing through the butt which is built | 
up with cork rings or wood. The tip 
usually contains four’ guides, including 
the tip guide, and all guides are of aver-_ 
age size. je 
While a lot of these pier rods are used, — 
many pier anglers prefer surf casting 
rods. They say that the surf casting rods — 
give them everything the regular pier rod — 
can give, yet has the advantage when — 
long casts are necessary. In this, we agree 
with them. In fishing from piers, seawalls, 
jetties and beaches, we employ a surf 
casting rod, while we find the pier ro

and one-half feet in length. The butt 
measures from 30 to 34 inches in length. 
Built mainly of split bamboo, the tip is 
equipped with a tip guide and two inter- 
mediate guides. These guides are of large 
size, the tip guide being about half-inch, 
the first intermediate about three-fourths 
of an inch, and the second intermediate 
guide about one inch. 

Butts are made both in straight or 
spring patterns, the straight being of the 
same diameter along its length, and the 
spring butt having a smaller diameter 
from slightly below the reel seat to within 
five inches of the butt end. 

Built to withstand the strain of casting 
a four or five ounce lead a long distance, 
the standard surf casting rod is a thing 
of joy and beauty. With this rod and a bit 
of practice, the average angler can lay a 
bait out 300 feet without any trouble 
whatsoever. Constant practice will en- 
able the angler to lengthen that distance 
considerably. 

Many pier anglers employ the surf cast- 
ing rod in combination with a spoon or 
tin squid lure, casting out and retrieving 
in much the same manner a plug caster 
uses with his plug casting rod and plug. 
In using spoons, a rig-up with leader and 
sinker is necessary. The sinker can be 
deleted in casting a tin squid, for these 
lures already are weighted. 

Spoons and tin squids are very effective 
for luring gamesters such as _ bluefish, 
channel bass, striped bass, weakfish, cobia 
(commonly called bonito in the Chesa- 
peake Bay country), blue runner, jack, 
tarpon, and many others. We have seen a 
good pier angler cast a spoon into a school 
of bluefish from the ocean end of a pier, 
catching a round half dozen in less than 
15 minutes. 

Natural baits, such as mossbunker, 
clams, crabs, shrimp, goggle eyes, sand 
fleas and mullet, are favorites with pier 
anglers, most of whom use cut bait. Crabs, 
shrimp, sand fleas and goggle eyes are 
more attractive to fish when used alive 
and carefully placed on the hook to pre- 
vent unduly injuring them. In using 
mossbunker and mullet, it will be better 
if all scales and bones are eliminated 
when cutting them up. However, the head 
of a mossbunker is excellent bait when 
fishing for channel bass. 

Another rod in favor with pier anglers 
is made from Calcutta bamboo. This bam- 
boo, dark in color, is almost solid. Cal- 
cutta bamboo runs from 15 to 18 feet in 
length, and the rod is cut-from it accord- 
ing to the weight and flexibility desired 
by the angler. 

Usually the butt end of the Calcutta 
pole is wrapped with heavy cotton line, 
thus providing a good handgrip below 
and above the reel, plus a good base for 
attaching the reel. The reel is attached 
by means of reel clamps. A large tip 
guide is placed at the tip end of the pole, 
with one or two intermediate guides. The 
entire rod, cotton wrapping and all, is 
given from two to four coats of clear 
marine varnish. 

Calcutta bamboo, properly made into 
a rod, is hard to beat. These rods work 
out well in either fishing directly from 
the side of the pier, with or without a 
sinker, or with a float. In addition, they 
have the necessary backbone needed in 
casting a lure or bait. Ert Roman

That a dog can perform all these vari- 
ous tasks without becoming confused is 
scorned upon by many breeders of spe- 
cialized hunting breeds. The German 
shorthaired pointer was bred from 
scratch by scientific breeders in Germany 
with the above objectives in mind. In the 
United States he is used from one end 
to the other by American Sportsmen. The 
German shorthaired pointer in a good 
many cases is performing the tasks of 
specialized breeds as well or better than 
they do.

From the above it can be seen that the 
German shorthaired pointer is a more 
rugged dog than his cousin the English 
pointer. The general appearance should 
be that of a pleasing compact dog pos- 
sessing alertness, intelligence, power and 
stamina. A clean, well balanced head with 
long muzzle enables him to pick up and 
retrieve large and heavy game easily. A 
strong muscular neck with a sufficiently 
broad front enables him to run with his 
head to the ground easily when trailing. 
A straight strong back with short loin 
gives him power and endurance; depth 
of chest and spring of rib give lung ca- 
pacity. Strong bone, well muscled and 
angulated rear quarters, arched toes and 
_ heavily padded feet all lend to ease of 
movement and a lithe gait which is essen- 
tial in all day hunting. The docked tail 
which is a requirement of the breed lends 
agility and gives him an aristocratic ap- 
- pearance. The short dense coat does not 
_ pick up burrs, sheds water easily and does 
away with doggy odors and long hairs in 
_ the home. The color; either solid liver or 
__ liver spotted and roan ticked gives a 
~ striking appearance. 

Being an intelligent breed, the short- 
hair trains quick and easily, remembers 
his lessons and should be a finished dog 
at a year of age. It is recommended that 
training of fundamentals start at about 
six to eight weeks of age and should con- 
sist of knowing his name, housebreaking, 
leading on a loose leash, coming when 
called and lying down. These are funda- 
mentals and remember he is still a pup 
and should enjoy his: puppyhood. Obedi- 
ence, retrieving and field training should 

start at about six months of age when he 
can better comprehend and stand a more 

rigorous program. He should then be 
taught to heel on and off a leash, sit, lie 
down, and come when called. 

Retrieving comes next. Use a small, 

~ covered canvas dummy at first which he 
--can pick up easily and then progress 
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_ gradually to a larger one. Make it a game 
- with-him and he will pick it up when 
thrown a short distance. Call to him so 
he will come right in with it. Take it 
from him and repeat a number of times 
and then gradually lengthen the distance 

- the dummy is thrown. After he does this 
freely make him sit and stay when the 
dummy is thrown and only allow him to 

_ go when he is given the order to fetch. 
Next tie some feathers securely onto the 
dummy and use this for his retrieving 
for a while so he gets used to feathers. 
Then switch to a dead pigeon and dead 
game which is bound up so wings won’t 
flap and use this for his retrieving les- 
sons. His retrieving is finished except for 
the actual killing and retrieving of game. 
The next step is to take him into the 
field. He will find this strange at first and 
no doubt romp around aimlessly, but 
soon he’ll become interested in smells, 
small birds, etc. Always choose a field 
of short cover so you can see him at all 
-. times and it is a must that you always 
_ bring a young dog into the field against 
_ the wind. By doing this he will body scent 
his game and not pick up older foot 
scent as we want him to pick up and wind 
his game from the air rather than from 
foot scent of the game.

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to hunt with a higher head and find more 
birds as a result. The chances are that 
when he scents game for the first time 
he will immediately freeze on point. Then 
walk to him slowly, never rushing or 
hurrying your actions, and stroke his 
body and tail, at times pushing or shoving 
him gently forward which he will resent. 
Then gradually move into where the 
bird is and flush it. Never take your eye 
off the dog. Don’t let him move up with 
you but stop him using the word “whoa”. 
Make all your movements slowly and 
don’t get excited yourself as this is im- 
parted to your dog. Be prepared to grab 
him if he should want to break and chase 
the bird. Let him watch the bird fly off 
and keep him there a minute or more. 
Repetition of this is all that is necessary 
as a rule to finish him on his’ pointing. 

He may at times sight point small birds, 
but do not worry about this as it shows 
early pointing instinct in the pup but 
don’t let him chase such birds when they 
fly. Sometimes one is not in a position to 
work the pup on natural or wild game. 
In such event birds such as shackled 
pigeons or pheasants can be used. Plant 
such birds in medium cover so that they 
cannot be seen. Use an assistant in this 
and bring the pup up to the bird against 
the wind and as he scents it he will freeze 
on point. At times the dogs get used to 
these planted birds with human scent and 
will not point them any more. When this 
happens do not°use them anymore, but 
make every effort to get onto wild birds. 

Introduction to firearms can be started 
at any time. Caution should be used even 
with the most bold dogs. Gradually ac- 
quaint the pup with various noises at 
feeding times; such as the clapping of 
your hands, hitting two pans together, 
etc. Then gradually introduce him to the 
noise of a cap pistol or blanks, starting 
at some distance and then gradually get- 
ting closer and closer as the dog gets 
used to it. When shooting over his first 
point make every effort to kill the bird. 

After his retrieving and pointing les- 
sons have been learned he can be taught 
to find a hidden dummy or bird. Bring 
him up to the spot where the object is 
hidden (he should not see you hide it). 
Then order him to: “fetch dead bird”. 
Praise him when he does this. After a 
few lessons he will know what you mean 
by this command. His next lesson is to 
learn to follow a scent or trail. Use a 
drag of some kind such as a piece of meat, 
bone, etc., and make a short trail with it 
not letting the dog see you do it. Intro- 
duce him to this trail, having a piece of 
meat at the end of it. The chances are 
he'll quickly learn to follow it. This en- 
ables him to follow the trail of cripples 
and you can use the command “fetch 
dead bird” or such. 

Water work can now follow. Introduce 
him to water at an early age, preferably 
when the water is warm and he has been 
running and is hot. He knows how to re- 
trieve and using the dummy send him 
out to fetch; at first in shallow water and 
then in deeper water so he has to swim. 
If at this stage he splashes and treads 
water, stop at once, Take a six foot oiled 
leather lead and tow him behind a boat. 
You handle the dog from the rear seat 
and your assistant rowing just enough 
to keep the dog from catching up with the

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Human Diseases 
Found in Dogs

If we were to scramble an old saying, — 
it might read, “Man is dog’s best friend!” — 2 
The truth is, we can be just that if all 
dog owners had a better understanding © 
of the variety of diseases that can affect — 
our four-footed com- 
panions. Perhaps it’s 
because of our close 
association with them 
that they acquire 

many of our ills. 

Fortunately for the 
dog, there are no 
common venereal dis- 
eases. There is, how- 
ever, one serious kind 
of complaint caused 
by a spirochete. This 
germ has all the char- 
acteristics of the 
cork-screw microbe that causes syphilis _ 
in humans. 

The results of this infection are ainioaee 
as serious and death losses may be even } 
higher than in the human condition. ¢

rat and his cousins, apparently act as the 8

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populations pretty generally include car- 
_ riers of the infection, often 50% or higher 
are found infected. . 
Rodent and human populations are so 
closely allied that our canine pets can 
hardly escape exposure. There are, how- 
ever, two types of the organism, only one 
of which is transmitted by the rat under 
natural conditions. Humans, like dogs, are 
susceptible to both. Because rats act as 
carriers and spreaders of a startling list 
of diseases, it becomes increasingly im- 
_ portant that rodent control campaigns 
__ be aided by all who are interested in 
_ preventive medicine of humans and ani- 
mals. 
' The natural curiosity of the dog and his 
uncontrollable habit of sniffing every tree 
and fire hydrant, dousing each in turn 
with well-directed squirts of urine, pro- 
vide excellent possibilities for the spread 
of the disease. The “piddling pup” may 

have had diabetes all right, but he could 

have been harboring these germs as well 
_ and leaving a trail of infection along the- 
_ way. It is quite understandable, then, 
how either the food or water of your 
favorite hound-dog can be contaminated. 
_ Infection readily occurs when such pol- 
_ luted food is eaten. 

Veterinarians have been more con- 
cerned with the disease in recent years. 
Improved methods in detection of it by 
earlier recognition of the symptoms has 
been an important factor. Like so many 
ailments of man and beast, the sooner 
_ they are recognized, the more favorable 
are the results of treatment. 

; Two forms are commonly seen, both 
_ often begin suddenly and without warn- 
ing. Any signs of fever, such as loss of 
appetite and extreme thirst, are signals. 

Watch for them! The sooner they are 
noted, the better. Another thing to be 
observed in such cases is vomiting. Hun- 
gry, greedy pups will overload themselves 
sometimes and lose a meal now and then, 

but it is not to be confused with the 
_ frequent, persistent vomiting of this con- 
dition. It attacks any age dog, more often 
_ males than females. 
At the first sign of distress, consult 
- your veterinarian. He is familiar with the 
diagnostic methods necessary and will 
know how to proceed to check symptoms 
_ —stop the vomiting and lower the fever. 
- Many times it is necessary to obtain sam- 
ples of blood and urine for laboratory 
examinations. Your veterinarian, not the 
_ kennelman, is the one person competent 
to do this. To obtain urine specimens may 
require catheterization of the dog, a pro- 
cedure that should not be attempted by 
an inexperienced person. 

Last but not the least of several reasons 
_ for quick actions and early consultation 
with your veterinarian, is the~ever- 
present chances for human infection. This 
is known as Weil’s disease or infectious 
- jaundice and can be readily acquired 

from the infected dog or rat. 

Modern science has now provided bet- 

_ ter means of discovering and treating the 

malady. Don’t hesitate to call your vet- 

- erinarian in case of suspicious symptoms. 

_ Again we repeat, if detected early, many 

eases can be saved.

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Early Training Key 
To Good Gun Dog 


By Jess Meyers 


If your beagle is to become a reliable 
gunning companion, a requisite for a top 
gun dog, then training in this field must 
be given at one of the two stages in his 
early life. 


This part of his 
training should be 
given during early 
puppyhood while in 
the pen or not until 
he reaches six months 
of age and taught him 
while in the field on 
game. 

An easy way to ac- 
quaint him to the gun 
? is to fire a small cali- 
ber rifle during feeding time. With this 
method he will soon associate the gun 
with feeding and accept the response 
daily with no fear. This practice must be 
continued daily until his associations 
have been established and no fear of the 
gun is shown by him and his true con- 
fidence in you has been made. A small 
fire cracker may be used at first, throw- 
ing it always away from the puppy, and 
as this plan proceeds a larger caliber 
gun or pistol may then be used success- 
fully and after a short time your task 
will be progressing rapidly. 

In the event he has not been given this 
training during puppyhood it is best to 
start his gun training in the field while 
being worked on game after he has 
reached six months of age, but not until 
he has learned to trail his game and 
after he has been given several good 
workouts. Then start with a small caliber 
gun and as he progresses you can in- 
crease the caliber of the gun with no 
fear whatever of him flinching or drop- 
ping while shooting. Killing game at this 
early stage of his training, however, is 
not necessary as he will associate here 
again his interest in trailing and show no 
fear of the noise from the gun. 

It is always wise to remember that 
when a gun is fired around a young dog 
it should be done while he is working 
his game or otherwise he may be induced 
to show fear and become shy of the crack 
of the gun. Gun-shyness in most cases 
is the result of improper training. 

During your early training, endeavor 
to hold your shooting to a minimum, 
making only several shots until he has 
become thoroughly accustomed to the 
firing of the gun. Too much shooting at 
this stage may give you a reversed re- 
action and then your training will be 
twofold. The majority of young dogs re- 
spond readily and very little trouble will 
be anticipated if taken by degrees. 

It is well to remember that the first 
six months of a dog’s life will have a 
great affect upon his future as a top 
gun performer and if you will follow 
either of the two plans you will en- 
counter very little trouble training your 
beagle to the gun. Just remember an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure, so let your training here progress 
by degrees so that he will have no fear 
of the gun whatever.

But wherever you go you 
can’t help but learn about the problems of sports- 
men’s groups and see the trends in projects to 
maintain hunting and fishing. 

Can you guess what impressed us most in 
Kentucky? It was the work of the game and fish 


commission in going to the landowners (farmers) 


and asking permission to plant small gullies and 
other spots of wasteland with various shrubs and 


- other vegetation that would conserve the soil and 


make cover for game. Earl Wallace, head of the 
commission, told us that the farmers were eager 
to cooperate because they were getting something 
from the department that would help them as well 
as the game. You know how it is in some 
localities—the landowner can furnish the land, the 
cover and raise the game for hunters with few of 
the latter coming around to lend a hand. 

Have you noticed how many sportsmen groups 
and conservation departments are concerned now 
with cover and land improvement as a means 
of growing more game? On this trip we are seeing 
this kind of thinking to a marked degree. It cer- 
tainly is hopeful when contrasted to the old school 
of thought that the only way to provide game 
was to hatch the birds and throw ’em out every 
summer or fall. Just look at this partial roll call 
of states that are going back to the soil (a move- 
ment urged by OvutTpoorsMAN, not months, but 
years ago). Maryland has a cooperative farm- 
game program underway. Farm ponds are being 
built. Multiflora rose fences have been planted and 
wildlife food and cover patches are being planted. 

We have mentioned Kentucky’s fine program. 
Colorado will start a shelter belt system this spring 
to provide food and cover for pheasants. Plantings 
will be made on both state owned and private 
land. Mississippi is testing the possibility of using 
multiflora rose plantings in the deep south. Both 
North and South Dakota have been stressing the

importance of more cover for the pheasants. As 
this magazine has reported, the winter kill of 
ringnecks during severe blizzards has been due 
to lack of adequate cover, not starvation. 

Illinois has been busy with what the game man- 
agement authorities call “wildlife habitat restora- 
tion.” Reduced to simple words, that’s back to the - 
land and planting cover to help our game birds. — 
Bruce W. Diehl, game biologist of the Illinois — 
Department of Conservation, tells us that his crews 
in the field put in multiflora rose hedges at a 
cost of $70 per mile (with cooperation from the 
landowner) last year. The cover improvement 
affects 74,000 acres of farm land and this is just 
one season’s work. iis 

If you live in a country of bare wire fences that 
lacks cover for game, read this remark by Diehl 
carefully: “I am not inferring that habitat restora- 
tion on private lands is a panacea which will solve 
all upland game problems. However, it is the most 
promising development of recent years and — 
deserves more than eyewash consideration.” ( 

The big point seems to be this: 70 bucks (cost of 
planting a mile of wonderful cover) buys about 
five or six pheasants: from a hatchery. In most 
states a majority of these hatchery birds die before 
the season starts. But that mile of wonderful cover 
for quail, rabbits, pheasants and songbirds that 
_work for the farmer is there for years. 

On this trip we’ve been shocked by one thing. 
A biologist put a paper under our nose about 
farmlands and lack of cover for upland game in 
just one state. Here is the gist of what we read 
on the paper: The state in question had about 
30,000,000 acres of land which could be considered 
as usable for producing more upland game. In | 
this 30,000,000 acres were, of course, the farms 
being tilled. Most of the farms are being abused 
from the land use standpoint and almost all lacking 
in suitable cover for upland game. 

Makes you think, doesn’t it? Just one state, 
mind you, and 30,000,000 acres waiting to be im- 
proved by suitable cover for upland game, without 
disturbing the use of the land by the farmer.
